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On  any  college  campus,  learning 
takes  place  outside  the  classroom  as 
well  as  inside.  BCM,  naturally,  pays 
particular  attention  to  the  latter,  but 
our  cover  story  this  time,  beginning  on 
page  12,  focuses  on  the  former. 

The  report  examines  six  groups  of 
students  who  spend  many  hours  pursu- 
ing interests  that  may  or  may  not  help 
them  one  day  land  the  job  they  want, 
but  which  lie  close  to  their  hearts. 

The  more  than  50  student  groups 
and  clubs  presently  active  on  campus 
are  successful  in  spite  of  minimal  fund- 
ing, the  challenges  of  the  classroom, 
the  demands  of  part-time  jobs  and  the 
vagaries  of  home-grown  and  inexper- 
ienced leadership. 

Noted  one  member  of  the  student 
programs  staff,  "What  could  be  better 
preparation  for  the  real  world?" 

The  real  world  is  also  the  focus  of  a 
feature  story  on  the  senior  search  for 
jobs  (page  9).  Even  as  the  economy 
seems  to  be  improving,  the  job  market 
remains  tight.  The  staff  of  the  Career 
Center  and  the  students  who  take  ad- 


vantage of  the  services  they  provide 
seem  remarkably  confident,  however, 
about  the  ability  of  Boston  College 
graduates  to  make  their  way  as 
professionals. 

Ironically,  the  story  was  written  by 
BCM  student  intern  Peg  Leyden  at  the 
same  time  as  she  was  trying  to  deter- 
mine what  she  was  going  to  do  after 
she  graduated.  As  we  go  to  press,  Peg 
has  turned  down  two  jobs  that  did  not 
quite  provide  what  she  has  in  mind. 
She  is  looking  for  a  writing  position  in 
public  relations  and  would  come  with 
high  recommendations  from  this  office. 
Job  offers  may  be  sent  care  of  the 
magazine. 

The  classnotes  in  this  edition  fill  19 
pages,  a  new  record  for  the  magazine. 
Additionally,  for  only  the  second  time 
in  BCAfs  six-year  history,  there  are 
two  pages  of  letters.

Historian  Roberta  Manning's  singular  view  of  recent  Russian  history 
has  resulted  in  a  prize-winning  book.  For  her,  "the  new  political 
history"  which  focuses  on  social  and  economic  developments  as  well  as 
statecraft,  is  not  merely  academic,  but  essential  to  an  understanding  of 
contemporary  East-West  relations. 
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A  man  whose  name  was

G.K.  Chesterton  said  once  that 
there  is  a  Christian  way  of  teaching 
anything,  even  the  alphabet.  Educa- 
tion is  a  communication  between 
persons;  it  is  nonsense  to  think  that 
it  can  be  value-free.  The  student  sits 
listening  dutifully  to  the  teacher, 
but  he  is  observing  sharply  at  the 
same  time.  Fr.  John  McCarthy 
faced  this  silent  but  searching 
scrutiny  for  47  years;  his  subject 
may  have  been  Plato,  or  Aquinas, 
or  Maritain,  but  what  he  was  really 
teaching  was  John  McCarthy. 

And  because  John  McCarthy  was 
so  patently  a  disciple  of  Christ,  and 
had  striven  so  tenaciously  to  make 
himself  a  walking,  speaking  image 
of  Christ,  what  his  students  were 
getting  was  an  intensive  course  in 
the  mind  and  heart  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Plato  and  Aquinas  and  Maritain, 
indeed,  they  came  to  know;  he  saw 
to  that.  He  taught  no  gut  courses. 
But  as  he  understood  his  mission, 
he  was  not  only  to  suggest  ideas, 
however  fascinating,  for  his  students 
to  speculate  about;  he  was  to  pro- 
pose a  basis  and  an  inspiration  for  a 
way  of  life.  His  classes,  like  St. 
Paul's  teaching,  were  an  invitation: 
"Let  us  profess  the  truth  in  love, 
and  grow  to  the  full  maturity  of 
Christ  the  Lord."  (Eph.  4:15) 

In  the  areas  of  community  and 
service,  Fr.  McCarthy  was  not  con- 
tent merely  to  lecture.  For  literally 
thousands  of  Boston  College  men 
and  women  he  personified  friend- 
ship, trust,  and  love.  We  used  to 
tease  him  about  being  Boston  Col- 
lege's "marrying  parson,"  so  many 
were  the  weddings  of  his  students  at 
which  he  was  invited  to  preside.  In 
1947,  he  began  monthly  meetings 
with  a  group  of  alumni  who  asked 
him  to  sit  in  on  their  discussions  of 
significant  books;  those  meetings 
continued  until  his  last  illness,  and 
the  group  read  a  total  of  324  books 
together.  As  Joe  Delaney  put  it,  he 
was  a  "presence  priest" — on  joyful 
occasions  and  in  crises  he  was  there,

a  spectacular  listener,  never 
judgmental,  always  encouraging. 

Fr.  John  was  orphaned  at  an 
early  age,  and  I  think  this  may  have 
contributed  to  the  quiet  self-reliance 
of  his  mature  years.  As  a  student  at 
Boston  College  High  School  he  was 
president  of  the  senior  debating 
society,  a  prestigious  post  for  which 
there  were  many  talented  com- 
petitors in  those  days.  My  father, 
who  attended  one  of  the  prize 
debates,  always  referred  to  him 
afterward  as  "the  rapid-fire  boy 
orator."  As  a  novice  at  Shadow- 
brook  he  was  required  to  drink 
special  rations  of  cream  at  meals — a 
singularity  he  disliked — in  the  hope, 
an  unrealized  hope  as  it  turned  out, 
that  he  would  put  on  weight  and  so 
be  able  to  withstand  the  rigors  of  a 
long  course  of  studies.  Frail  he  may 
have  been,  but  I  remember  our 
novice-master's  shrewd  assessment 
of  him:  "McCarthy  has  spirit."  In 
our  intramural  World  Series  at 
Weston,  he  was  the  perennial  first 
baseman,  handling  with  ease  the 
rifle  shots  that  came  to  him  from 
shortstop.  And  I  remember  standing 
with  him  on  a  street  in  Cork, 
waiting  for  the  President  of  the 
United  States  to  drive  by  on  that 
joyous  tour  of  Ireland  he  made  in 
1963.  When  he  came  we  waved  and 
cheered  madly,  and  the  President 
saw  us  and  shouted,  "Hi,  Father!" 
l'See!"  said  John  exultantly,  "He 
knew  we  were  Americans!" 

So  let  us  give  thanks  to  the  Lord 
our  God,  and  particularly  for  the 
gift  of  John  McCarthy,  who  indeed 
taught  as  Jesus  did,  but  who  also 
lived  as  Jesus  did,  in  poverty, 
chastity  and  obedience,  in 
gentleness,  in  total  self-spending. 

Let  us,  I  say,  give  thanks;  we 
have  known  "a  man  sent  from  God 
whose  name  was  John."  It  occurred 
to  me  the  other  day  that  he  really 
was  John;  we  never  thought  of 
calling  him  Jack.  But  he  was  not 
John  the  Baptist,  not  the  grim  pro- 
phet who  came  out  of  the  desert  and 
lashed  the  hypocrites  and  rebuked  a 
king.  No,  he  was  the  other  John,

the  disciple  whom  Jesus  loved,  to 
whom  he  entrusted  his  mother,  who 
stood  at  the  foot  of  the  cross  to  the 
end  and  was  the  first  to  believe  in 
the  resurrection.  This  was  the  John 
I  knew  and  admired  and  loved  for 
61  years,  and  with  his  death,  a  life- 
time of  common  aspiration  and 
effort  and  mutual  support  has 
ended.  Brightness  falls  from  the  air. 
So  it  must  seem  to  many  of  you. 
But  in  this  Mass,  as  we  surrender 
ourselves  through  Christ  to  the 
Father,  so  we  surrender  John.  "If 
you  loved  me,"  Jesus  said,  "you 
would  rejoice,  because  I  go  to  the 
Father."  And  we  can  almost  hear 
John  saying,  as  Jesus  said,  "I  shall 
see  you  again,  and  your  hearts  will 
be  full  of  joy,  and  your  joy  no  one 
shall  take  from  you." 

The  above  was  excerpted  from  a  homily 
delivered  at  the  funeral  Mass  for  Rev. 
John  A.  McCarthy,  SJ,  at  St.  Ignatius 
Church  on  March  5,  1984.  Fr.  Leonard 
is  curator,  Liturgical  Collections,  Boston 
College  Libraries.

Echoes  of  Reagan 

To  The  Editor 

I  would  like  to  respond  to  the  let- 
ter by  my  classmate  Robert  Largess 


(Winter  1984)  which  labels  1982 
graduate  Kevin  Kecskes'  "A  long 
year's  journey  in  the  campo" — a 
description  of  his  post-graduation 
year  in  the  Nicaraguan  countryside 
with  the  BC  International  Volunteer 
Program — "not  true"  and 
"political  propaganda." 

The  letter  echoes  the  Reagan 
Administration  in  charging  the 
Nicaraguans  with  insulting  the 
Pope;  but  in  El  Salvador,  govern- 
ment forces  and  high-ranking 
officials  have  been  implicated  in  the 
murders  of  nuns  and  priests  (in- 
cluding the  Archbishop),  while  US 
officials  turn  the  other  way. 

The  letter  charges  that  the  San- 
dinistas refused  admittance  to 
representatives  of  Solidarity.  Our 
country  recently  refused  to  admit 
the  wife  of  Salvador  Allende,  the 
slain  president  of  Chile.  Apparently, 
her  transgression  is  that  her  hus- 
band was  a  leftist  and  that  the 
C.I. A.  was  involved  in  his  murder. 
Is  the  US  as  guilty  of  "injustice  and 
oppression"  as  the  Sandinistas? 

The  letter  charges  suppression  of 
the  press.  Nicaragua  is  now  de- 
fending itself  from  (US-sponsored) 
aggression  on  its  borders.  In  a  state 
of  seige,  freedom  of  the  press  has 
not  always  been  honored.  But  in  El 
Salvador — and,  indeed,  in  many 
countries  whose  governments  have 
the  blessing  of  the  US — there  is  no 
freedom  of  the  press. 

The  letter  raises  the  question  of 
the  Miskito  Indians,  a  question  that 
is  particularly  troublesome  to  sup- 
porters of  the  Nicaraguan  revolu- 
tion. I  certainly  do  not  claim  to 
know  the  truth — and  I  doubt  Mr. 
Largess  knows  the  truth  either. 
What  I  do  know  is  that  the 
Nicaraguan  border,  from  which 
Miskitos  have  been  removed,  is  a 
war  zone.  It  is  relevant  to  recall  the 
equally  deplorable  US  example  of 
Japanese-American  internment 
during  World  War  II,  and  the  cur- 
rent charges  that  Indians  in  Hon- 
duras, a  US  ally,  are  being 
slaughtered  by  the  government. 

Finally,  I  don't  understand  the 
charge  that  Kecskes'  account  is 


"not  true."  Kecskes  was  there, 
living  for  a  year  among  people 
whose  lives  the  rest  of  us  can't  even 
imagine.  We  have  his  words — "The 
poor  have  begun  to  realize  that  they 
have  a  right  to  request  a  share  of 
the  country's  newly-liberated 
wealth"  —  against  the  pronounce- 
ments of  State  Department  spokes- 
men who  say  the  Nicaraguan 
revolution  is  evil. 

In  my  experience,  "political  pro- 
paganda" is  mainly  concocted  by 
governments,  including  our  own. 
Because  the  Sandinistas  are  more 
concerned  with  the  welfare  of  the 
country's  poor  than  the  profits  of 
US  corporations,  our  government 
now  tells  us  that  closing  down  a 
newspaper  for  a  week  is  worse  than 
murdering  trade  unionists.  It  is 
imperative  that  we  see  through  this 
propaganda,  or  we  will  soon  be 
fighting  on  the  wrong  side  of  a  long 
and  brutal  regional  war.

Admissions  records  swept 
away  by  application  flood 

Three  undergraduate  admissions 
records  fell  this  year  as  the  Univer- 
sity received  its  largest  number  of 
applicants  in  history:  14,385  (16.1 
percent  above  last  year's  total  of 
12,416). 

The  rise  in  the  number  of 
entrance  candidates  is  one  of  the  top 
10  gains  among  independent  uni- 
versities in  the  country,  placing  BC 
on  a  par  with  Princeton  (16  percent) 
and  ahead  of  Amherst  and  Tufts  (13 
percent),  Colby  (12  percent),  Dart- 
mouth (8  percent),  Harvard  (7  per- 
cent) and  Brown  (-4.3  percent). 

In  addition,  applicants  seeking 
the  2,050  places  in  the  Class  of  1988 
come  from  every  state  in  the  Union, 
another  first  for  the  University. 

Admissions  Director  Charles 
Nolan  reports  that  this  year's  accep- 
tance rate  will  be  33  percent,  the 
most  selective  in  BC's  history. 

"The  quality  of  applicants  con- 
tinued to  go  up  this  year,"  he  said. 
"A  growing  number  of  seniors 
graduating  from  the  most  pres- 
tigious secondary  schools  in  the 
country  are  interested  in  coming  to 
BC." 

He  said  that  the  University  seeks 
"a  judicious  balance  of  academic 
and  extracurricular  excellence" 
among  candidates,  in  addition  to 
outstanding  performances  on  stan- 
dardized tests.  Exceptionally  high 
SAT  scores  and  class  rankings 
among  this  year's  applicants  and  the 
smaller  size  of  the  next  freshman 
class,  which  will  have  100  fewer 
openings  than  last  year's,  make 
competition  for  admission  "keen," 
Nolan  said. 

Nolan  noted  that  Massachusetts 
contributed  only  one-third  of  the 
total  applicants,  "while  13  percent 
came  from  states  which  sent  virtual- 
ly no  applications  10  years  ago. 
California,  Florida,  Illinois, 
Maryland  and  Ohio  are  major 
suppliers  of  applicants  to  the  up- 
coming freshman  class."

were  up  8.7  percent  and  up  24  per- 
cent in  all  other  areas. 

This  trend  is  significant  for  BC, 
as  the  pool  of  college-bound 
students  in  New  England  is 
expected  to  drop  by  anywhere  from 
five  percent  in  Vermont  to  35  per- 
cent in  Massachusetts  by  the  year 
2000  in  a  decline  that  began  in 
1981,  according  to  a  recent  report. 
In  the  same  period,  less  severe 
losses  are  projected  for  the  North 
Central  region,  and  a  rise  in  the 
number  of  high  school  graduates  is 
anticipated  in  the  Southeast, 
Southwest  and,  especially,  the  West. 

Nolan  attributes  BC's  bumper 
crop  to  several  efforts  and  factors, 
but  rates  the  respect  for  BC  as 
"Jesuit,  a  symbol  of  quality  educa- 
tion" as  the  major  ingredient. 

"The  2,800  alumni  volunteers 
who  meet  with  prospective  appli- 
cants around  the  country"  is  cited 
by  Nolan  as  another  factor.  "Then 
there  are  some  600  volunteer  BC 
students  and  100  faculty  members 
who  also  meet  with  high  school 
students." 

These  forces  and  members  of  the 
admissions  staff  are  able  to  provide 
nearly  all  the  personal  interviews 
requested  by  applicants. 


Nolan  also  gives  credit  to  what  he 
calls  "the  Flutie  phenomenon,"  the 
success  of  the  BC  football  program 
and  the  attention  it  gives  the 
University  on  national  television. 
"It  reinforces  the  BC  story  and 
adds  excitement  to  it,"  he  said. 

This  year's  applications  showed  a 
15.4  percent  gain  for  A&S  and  a  31 
percent  gain  for  the  School  of 
Education,  with  each  bucking  the 
national  trend  favoring  technological 
studies. 

Also  reflecting  the  country-wide 
picture,  applications  to  the  School  of 
Management  were  up  by  18.7  per- 
cent; to  the  School  of  Nursing, 
down  by  3.9  percent. 


Trustees  set  1985  budget, 
approve  computer  master's 

The  Board  of  Trustees  approved 
a  $118-million  1985  University 
budget  at  its  February  meeting.  The 
budget  provides  for  a  10  percent 
increase  in  undergraduate  tuition 
from  $6,800  to  $7,475. 

In  his  presentation  to  the  board, 
Executive  Vice  President  Frank 
Campanella  noted  that  despite  the 


increase,  the  University  is  likely  to 
maintain  a  comparative  tuition 
ranking  similar  to  last  year's.  In 
1983-84,  BC  placed  28th  in  tuition 
cost  among  35  comparable 
institutions. 

The  trustees  also  approved  plans 
to  establish  a  master's  program  in 
computer  sciences  recommended  by 
a  president's  Council  on  New 
Technologies.  The  council  spent 
1983-1984  studying  the  implications 
of  the  new  technologies  for  BC's 
curriculum  and  concluded  it  was 
essential  for  a  "complete"  univer- 
sity to  support  a  graduate  program 
in  computer  science. 


Apples  for  the  teachers, 
and  students,  too 

Full-time  faculty,  staff  and 
students  will  soon  be  able  to  buy 
Apple  Computer  products  dis- 
counted by  as  much  as  60  percent 
of  retail  price. 

As  one  of  24  universities  selected 
in  January  by  Apple  to  be  part  of 
the  Apple  University  Consortium 
(AUC),  BC  is  entitled  to  purchase 
$2  million  worth  of  discounted 
Apple  hardware  and  software  over 
the  next  three  years  both  for  school 
use  and  for  resale  to  full-time 


community  members.  Discounts  will 
range  from  40-60  percent, 
depending  on  the  product. 

The  Macintosh,  for  example, 
which  retails  for  $2,495,  is  expected 
to  sell  to  faculty,  students  and  staff 
for  between  $1,100  and  $1,200. 
This  purchase  price  includes  a  sur- 
charge to  cover  costs  related  to  the 
agreement,  principally  the  setting 
up  of  a  "store"  and  a  repair  facility 
on  campus. 

Executive  Vice  President  Frank 
Campanella  said  faculty  and  staff 
would  be  able  to  pay  for  Apple 
equipment  through  payroll  deduc- 
tion and  that  time  purchase  plans 
would  also  be  made  available  to 
students. 


Archbishop  Bernard  Law 
heads  1984  honoraries 

The  Most  Rev.  Bernard  F.  Law, 
archbishop  of  Boston,  delivered  the 
address  and  received  an  honorary 
degree  at  Boston  College's  109th 
commencement  ceremonies  on  May 
21. 

Others  receiving  honorary 
degrees  were  Richard  D.  Hill, 
chairman  of  Bank  of  Boston  Corp.;

At  Law  School  commencement 
ceremonies,  May  27,  A.  Leon 
Higgenbotham  Jr.,  circuit  judge, 
US  Court  of  Appeals,  Third 
District,  will  receive  an  honorary 
degree. 


University  acting  on 
measures  linking 
academics,  extracurriculars 

The  University  is  taking  steps  to 
better  assure  the  academic  success 
of  varsity  athletes  and  to  develop  a 
policy  which  will  more  stringently 
tie  participation  in  extracurricular 
activities  to  successful  academic 
performance. 

The  development  of  these 
measures,  while  in  the  works  for 
some  time,  was  announced  in  the 
wake  of  a  controversy  involving  the 
recent  academic  progress  of  partici- 
pants in  BC's  basketball  program. 

The  steps  include  the  creation  of 
a  more  comprehensive  system  for 
academic  advisement  of  athletes 
beginning  in  the  fall.  As  recom- 
mended by  the  Athletic  Advisory 
Board,  one  of  the  keys  will  be  the 
appointment  of  a  full-time  academic- 
advisor  who  will  complement  pres- 
ent staff  and  assist  in  channeling  in- 
dividuals to  learning  resources 
within  the  University.  In  addition,  a 
University  committee  formed  at  the 
president's  request  this  past  fall  is 
close  to  producing  a  policy  recom- 
mendation expected  to  establish 
more  stringent  requirements  and 
regulations  regarding  the  eligibility 
for  varsity  athletics  of  students 
experiencing  academic  difficulty. 

President  Monan  said  he  intends 
to  approve  the  committee's  pro- 


posals  and  implement  them  at  the 
beginning  of  the  fall  semester. 

Both  the  AAB  and  the  Committee 
on  Extracurricular  Activities  are 
composed  of  faculty,  student  and 
administration  representatives.  The 
AAB  has  alumni  among  its  mem- 
bers, and  the  five  undergraduate 
deans  serve  on  the  extracurric  ulars 
committee. 

The  issue  of  academics  and  ath- 
letics attracted  media  attention  in 
March  when  senior  Martin  Clark,  a 
starting  player  on  the  basketball 
team,  resigned  from  the  scjuad.  He 
announced  his  departure  on  a  Bos- 
ton television  news  broadcast. 
Clark,  a  Dean's  List  student,  later 
implied  that  his  resignation  stem- 
med from  concern  over  lack  of  aca- 
demic support  for  athletes. 

Soon  afterwards,  the  Boston  Herald 
published  a  letter  indicating  that  Jay 
Murphy,  another  senior  and  starter, 
had  twice  been  dismissed  from  the 
College  of  A&S  and  was  enrolled  in 
the  Evening  College.  Subsequent 
stories  noted  that  of  21  seniors  on 
the  basketball  team  over  the  past  six 
years,  13  had  graduated  with  their 
classes. 

In  a  five-page  March  29  letter  to 
faculty  and  administrators,  Presi- 
dent Monan  set  the  issue  in  histor- 
ical perspective  by  noting  that, 
"In  times  past  at  Boston  Col- 
lege and  at  most  universities,  the 
quality  of  a  student's  academic  per- 
formance entailed  many  consequen- 
ces for  a  student's  extracurricular 
life."  This  link,  at  BC  and  else- 
where, had  disappeared  by  the  end 
of  the  the  1960s,  with  responsibility 
for  student  guidance  divided  be- 
tween academic  and  student  life 
professionals  along  academic  and 
extracurricular  lines. 

"Whether  this  separation  was 
wise  and  desirable  or  not,"  the 
president  wrote,  "it  has  been  a  fact 
at  Boston  College  for  many  years." 
It  was  to  question  this  policy,  said 
the  president,  that  on  September  6, 
1983,  he  asked  the  academic  and 
student  affairs  vice  presidents  to 
form  a  committee  "to  determine

whether  there  should  be  a  single 
standard  of  'academic  good  stand- 
ing' for  all  students  across  the 
University's  five  undergraduate 
schools,  and  whether  good  standing 
should  become  a  condition  for  par- 
ticipation in  any  or  all  extracur- 
ricular activities." 

Addressing  the  question  of  why  a 
May  1982  action  by  a  faculty  com- 
mittee of  the  College  of  A&S  to  re- 
establish academic  good  standing  as 
a  University-wide  prerequisite  for 
participation  in  extracurricular  ac- 
tivities had  not  been  applied,  Fr. 
Monan  said  it  was  not  considered 
appropriate  for  one  academic  unit 
of  the  University  to  set  policy  for 
the  entire  institution  and  without 
"full  involvement  of  student  affairs 
professionals"  who  share  responsi- 
bility in  this  area. 

The  committee  formed  at  the 
president's  September  request  has 
student  affairs  representation  and  is 
drafting  a  University-wide  policy 
recommendation . 

On  the  matter  of  Murphy's  en- 
rollment in  the  Evening  College,  Fr. 
Monan  noted  that  students  from 
BC's  day  schools  move  into  the 
Evening  College  for  a  wide  variety 
of  reasons  and  only  a  small  propor- 
tion who  choose  this  option  are 
athletes. 

In  the  spring  semester,  two  of  ap- 
proximately 227  students  who 
received  sonic  form  of  athletic 


scholarship  were  enrolled  in  the 
Evening  College.  Four  were  enroll- 
ed during  the  fall  semester. 

Fr.  Monan  said  BC's  academic 
standards  are  rigorous  and  he  sup- 
ported the  concept  of  giving 
students,  athletes  and  non-athletes, 
another  chance  alter  experiencing 
academic  difficulty.  Similarly,  he 
said,  he  had  no  misgivings  when  he 
learned  this  summer  about  a  deans 
decision  to  enroll  Murphy  in  sum- 
mer school  and,  once  qualified,  to 
register  him  for  the  Evening  College 
in  the  fall  term. 

The  president  said,  however,  that 
he  had  believed  Murphy's  eligibility 
to  continue  to  participate  in  inter- 
collegiate sports  was  another  matter, 
and  asked  lor  a  review.  "Among 
the  options,"  the  president  wrote, 
"I  explicitly  included  prohibiting 
him  from  participating  in  varsity 
athletics." 

This  review  found,  however,  that 
in  view  of  the  long-standing  split 
between  academics  and  extracur- 
ricular activities,  there  was  no 
University  policy  which  would  have 
prohibited  Murphy's  participation 
in  varsity  sports.  "While  it  would 
have  been  possible  to  single  him  out 
for  prohibition,"  the  president 
wrote,  "in  the  absence  of  any  ap- 
plicable policy,  such  action  did  not 
seem  equitable." 

It  was  to  develop  such  a  policy, 
said  the  president,  that  he  asked  for 
the  study  in  September. 

Speaking  to  some  1,100  alumni  at 
the  Laetare  Sunday  breakfast  April 
1,  Fr.  Monan  expressed  full  con- 
fidence in  the  University's  ability  to 
achieve  excellence  both  in  the 
classroom  and  on  the  playing  field. 

"Boston  College,"  said  the  presi- 
dent, "has  an  obligation  to  provide 
an  education  to  a  very  diverse  stu- 
dent body.  The  very  strength  of  our 
academic  programs  means  that  for 
our  relatively  few  weaker  students, 
whether  athletes  or  non-athletes, 
there  is  literally  no  academic  shelter 
in  which  to  hide  from  failure." 

Fr.  Monan  went  on  to  say  that 
BC  would  not  "tailor-make"  weak 
academic  programs  for  any  group  of 


students.  "We  would,"  he  said, 
"adopt  lower  levels  of  (varsity 
athletic)  competition  rather  than 
compromise  the  standards  of  our 
academic  programs.", 

"While  the  numbers  of  students 
who  have  been  publicized  as  having 
experienced  deep  academic  prob- 
lems are  few,"  the  president  said, 
given  the  difficult  academic  and 
athletic  demands  made  on  varsity 
students,  "perhaps  the  University 
has  not  done  enough  to  provide 
academic  advisement  and  support 
services." 

The  president  informed  the  alum- 
ni of  the  plans  to  expand  both  the 
advisory  system  and  its  staffing,  and 
to  develop  a  policy  more  stringently 
tying  team  participation  to  class- 
room performance. 

In  an  interview  with  BCM,  the 
president  said  the  University  was 
not  satisfied  with  the  graduation 
rate  for  varsity  basketball  players 
over  the  past  several  years.  "While 
our  standards  are  such  that  we're 
always  going  to  have  students  strug- 
gling— athletes  and  non-athletes — 
we  are  sure  that  the  steps  we  pro- 
pose to  take  will  bring  the  (basket- 
ball) graduation  rates  to  levels  com- 
parable to  those  in  the  rest  of  our 
programs." 

The  president  also  said  charges 
that  the  University  had  moved  too 


far,  too  fast  in  the  development  of 
its  varsity  athletic  program  were  ill- 
founded.  "The  fact  is,"  he  said, 
"that  the  level  of  competition  and 
types  of  commitment  to  men's  inter- 
collegiate athletics  have  changed  on- 
ly moderately  in  recent  years.  In 
football,  we  play  our  regional  and 
local  rivals,  and  expansion  to  an 
11 -game  season  has  allowed  us  to 
increase  slightly  the  number  of  ma- 
jor teams  on  our  schedule.  In 
basketball,  we  joined  a  group  of  in- 
stitutions (Big  East)  that  has 
academic  and  athletic  goals  similar 
to  ours. 

"The  principal  difference  be- 
tween today  and  five  years  ago  is 
that  we  have  been  winning,  and  the 
result  is  more  publicity  and  media 
attention." 

The  president  said  he  was  deeply 
troubled  by  the  recent  events  and 
was  appreciative  of  both  concern 
and  support  for  the  college  that 
alumni  have  expressed  to  him  in 
writing  and  in  person. 

Acknowledging  that  the  issue  of 
academic  eligibility  for  extracur- 
ricular activities  merits  attention  at 
the  highest  levels  of  the  University, 
the  president  said  he  strongly  be- 
lieved that  policies  to  be  imple- 
mented as  a  result  of  the  current 
review  will  lay  the  controversy  to 
rest.

Fr.  John  McCarthy  dies 

John  A.  McCarthy,  SJ,  professor 
emeritus  of  philosophy  and  lecturer 
in  theology,  and  an'  individual  who 
had  extraordinary  influence  on 
several  generations  of  BC  students, 
died  March  1 . 

Fr.  McCarthy  joined  the 
Philosophy  Department  in  1938, 
and  served  as  dean  of  the  College  of 
A&S  from  1960  to  1964.  Following 
his  retirement  from  full-time 
teaching  in  1972,  he  continued  to 
lecture  in  theology. 

Born  in  Boston,  he  entered  the 
Society  of  Jesus  in  1924.  He 
received  his  AB  in  1930,  and  MA 
in  1931,  both  from  BC.  He  was 
ordained  a  priest  in  1935,  and 
granted  the  STL  degree  by  Weston 
College  in  1936. 

Among  his  many  honors  were: 
the  first  Boston  College  Campus 
Council's  Teacher  of  the  Year 
Award,  an  honorary  Doctor  of  Let- 
ters from  BC  in  1972,  and  the 
Italian-American  Charitable  Society 
of  Boston's  Pro  Deo  Gold  Medal. 

A  Mass  of  the  Resurrection  was 
celebrated  at  St.  Ignatius  Church. 
The  principal  celebrant  was  Joseph 
Duffy,  SJ,  rector  of  the  Jesuit  Com- 
munity. He  was  assisted  by  Presi- 
dent Monan  and  Fr.  McCarthy's 
cousin  Fr.  John  M.  Barry.  William 
Leonard,  SJ,  curator  of  the  BC 
Liturgical  Collection,  was  homilist.

The  Class  of  '84  seeks  the  future

Each  immaculately  dressed  in  a  grey 
pin-stripe  suit,  a  pressed  white  shirt 
and  maroon  tie,  the  young  man  and 
woman  sat  opposite  each  other  in  the 
waiting  room  of  the  Boston  College 
Career  Center.  They  looked  uncom- 
fortable. Each  listened  intently  to  hear 
their  peers  being  interviewed  by  pro- 
spective employers  in  two  adjoining 
rooms. 

"This  going  to  be  your  first  inter- 
view?" the  young  man  whispered, 
breaking  the  silence.  Seeing  her  nod, 
and  then  nervously  sweep  aside  a 
strayed  strand  of  hair,  he  reached  over 
to  give  her  a  reassuring  pat  on  the 
shoulder.  "Aw,  there's  nothing  to  it." 
he  smiled  confidently.  "This  is  my 
tenth." 

"Tenth  interview?"  the  woman 
echoed.  "Haven't  you  gotten  a  job 
yet? 

The  young  man's  smile  waned  for  a 
moment,  but  then  returned.  "No.  But 
I'm  hoping.  Maybe  this  interview  will 
finally  be  the  one." 

For  members  of  the  Class  of  1984, 
the  time  has  finally  come  to  answer  the 
question  they  have  been  asked  since 
childhood.  "What  do  I  want  to  be 
when  I  grow  up?"  has  suddenly 
changed  to,  "Now  that  I'm  grown  up, 
what  am  I  going  to  do?"  But  while 
this  question  both  frightens  and 
excites,  this  year's  seniors  are  more 
confident  than  seniors  have  been  in 
several  years  that  they  will  find  the  job 
they  have  always  wanted  if  they  just 
search  long  enough. 

"Career  counselor  Dom  DeLeo  told 
me  that  there  are  always  good  jobs  for 
good  people,"  senior  Bob  Eick  said. 


The  waiting  room — "Maybe  this  interview  will  be  the  one.  " 


"That's  the  best  advice  I  could  have 
gotten.  He's  right." 

Marilyn  Morgan,  director  of  the 
Career  Center,  shares  this  optimism. 
The  addition  of  more  than  50  com- 
panies to  this  year's  campus  recruiting 
program  brings  the  total  tally  to 
260 — the  largest  number  of  recruiters 
in  five  years. 

"The  economy  is  turning  around," 
Morgan  said.  "The  recruiting  season 
is  running  longer,  which  means  more 
employment  opportunities  in  spite  of  a 
tight  job  market." 

The  Career  Center,  located  on 
Commonwealth  Avenue  between  St. 
Ignatius  Church  and  Alumni  Hall, 
annually  becomes  a  second  home  for 
many  senior  job  seekers.  A  staff  oi  10 
provides  a  variety  of  services  for 
undergraduates  and  alumni  including 
career/life  planning  and  interviewing 
workshops,  and  resume  and  cover  let- 
ter critiques.  Also  available  are  a  com- 
puterized career  guidance  system  and 
an  internship  program. 

Each  year,  companies  from  A-X 
(Aetna  Life  and  Casualty  to  Xerox) 
sift  through  several  thousand  BC 
resumes  for  potential  managers, 
accountants,  computer  programmers 
and  financiers. 

"The  Career  Center  has  been  a 
great  resource  for  initial  interviews. 
Already  I've  interviewed  for  sales  posi- 
tions with  a  lot  of  different  com- 
panies—  consumer  products,  health 
care,  retail,  telecommunications,"  said 
marketing  major  Mark  Duffy. 

The  center's  programs  arc  geared  to 
the  libera]  arts  as  well  as  the  business 
major.  "We  sponsor  a<  ti\  ities  for 
ever)   kind  of  student,"  Morgan  said. 
"We  attempt  to  bring  in  as  many  dif- 
ferent types  of  companies  as  possible, 
and  try  to  ensure  thai  interests  not 
covered  by  our  on-campus  recruiting 
schedule  are  met  by  our  other 
programs." 

Career  panel  presentations  by  alum- 
ni arrd  employers  are  an  excellent  wa\ 
for  students  to  learn  about  a  particular 
career  field.  Morgan  continued,  and 
the  "externship"  experience  allows 
undergraduates  to  spend  a  day 
shadowing  an  alumnus  at  the  office 


to  see  what  happens  during  a 
"typical"  work  day. 

"We're  here  to  help  students 
develop  a  career  search  strategy  over 
all  four  years,"  Morgan  said.  "And  to 
do  that  we've  adopted  an  outreach 
approach.  We  go  to  the  students,  we 
don't  wait  for  them  to  come  to  us." 

Assistant  Directors  Ann  Levenson 
and  Garrett  Niland  share  Morgan's 
outreach  philosophy.  In  addition  to 
their  roles  as  career  advisors,  both  co- 
ordinate special  career  awareness 
forums  for  School  of  Nursing  and 
Education  majors.  These  are  designed 
to  fit  around  student  schedules  com- 
plicated by  nursing  practicums  and 
student  teaching  placements. 

"There's  a  welcoming  attitude  at 
the  Career  Center,"  Morgan  said.  "A 
student  doesn't  have  to  know  exactly 
what  he  wants  to  do  with  his  life  the 
first  day  he  walks  in  the  door.   It's  all 
right  to  be  confused." 

Under  the  counsel  of  advisors 
Levenson,  Niland,  DeLeo  and  place- 
ment coordinator  Ann  Murphy,  many 
students  have  become  more  confident 
about  their  career  aspirations  and 
marketable  job  skills. 


"I  just  love  Gary  Niland,"  said 
senior  Susan  Maurer.  "At  first  I  was 
reallv  intimidated  walking  into  the 
Career  Center.  It  seemed  like 
everyone  knew  exactly  what  they  were 
doing,  signing  up  for  interviews, 
thumbing  through  catalogs,  all  dressed 
in  suits.  Now,  after  talking  to  Gary,  I 
feel  much  better  about  my  own  job 
search.  I  could  walk  in  and  talk  to  him 
about  anything." 

Although  the  center  encourages 
students  to  begin  preparing  for  the  job 
search  as  early  as  sophomore  year, 
many  procrastinate.  This  year,  over 
5,000  resumes  were  submitted  for 
corporate  screening  in  the  week  before 
Christmas  alone.  When  students 
returned  in  January  they  were 
dismayed  to  find  almost  a  three-week 
waiting  period  before  they  could 
schedule  an  individual  appointment 
with  a  professional  advisor. 

To  help  the  full-time  staff  meet 
demand,  20  trained  students  act  as 
career  advisors.  Last  year,  these 
paraprofessionals  helped  over  1 ,200 
fellow  students  develop  interviewing 
techniques  and  effective  resumes. 

"I  was  a  paraprofessional  leader  for 


Blest  be  the  tie  that  binds 

About  a  year  ago,  Katherine  (Kit)  Martelon  76,  had  a  newly-minted  MBA 
from  Boston  University  and  was  looking  for  a  job.  But  the  market  was 
depressed,  she  said  recently,  and  the  options  dried  up.  "I  needed  something 
to' keep  me  getting  dressed,  going  out  and  getting  interviewed." 

Martelon,  like  thousands  of  others,  turned  to  the  Alumni  Career  Network, 
an  organization  of  about  850  University  alumni  willing  to  help  a  fellow 
graduate  with  a  job  search.  Martelon  did  not  get  her  job  through  the  network, 
but  she  found  BC  people  helpful  in  critiquing  her  resume  and  providing  her 
with  contacts. 

Today,  Martelon,  an  investment  administrator  with  Arkwright-Boston,  in 
Waltham,  is  a  member  of  the  network,  counseling  fellow  alumni  on  how  to  set 
up  job  strategies. 

Network  members  typically  provide  informational  interviews  about  a  job 
field,  host  individuals  in  the  work  place,  or  may  speak  about  job  experience 
on  career  panels  sponsored  by  the  Career  Center  and  student  organizations. 

For  alumni  thinking  about  a  career-  change,  the  center  hosts  career  seminars 
focusing  oir  self-assessment  and  strategies  lor  job  hunting.  A  job  listing  is  also 
maintained. 

Individual  counseling  is  also  available  for  those  alumni  who  wish  to  learn 
how  to  research  the  "hidden job  market."  For  information  on  these-  services, 
call  Director  of  Alumni  Career  Services  Kathleen  Gallery  at  552-34:50. 
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two  years  and  had  the  opportunity  to 
help  lots  of  different  people,"  said 
senior  Mary  Louise  Vitelli.  "One  girl, 
I  remember,  was  very  nervous  about 
how  to  act  in  an  interview.  So  we 
spent  an  afternoon  videotaping  her  in 
a  mock  interview  which  we  later  cri- 
tiqued. Seeing  herself  in  action  proved 
to  her  that  she  really  had  no  reason  to 
be  so  apprehensive." 

Morgan  stresses  that  the  on-campus 
recruiting  program,  though  helpful, 
should  not  be  the  only  way  students 
attempt  to  find  a  job.  Over  80  percent 
of  today's  career  opportunities  are 
found  by  researching  "the  hidden  job 
market"  —  establishing  a  network  of 
professional  contacts  through  the  help 
of  family,  friends,  professors  and 
former  employers. 

As  a  communications  major  who 
wants  to  go  into  public  relations  or 
journalism.  Lynda  McKinney  has 
focused  her  efforts  on  the  hidden  job 
market.  "Newspaper  editors  don't 
recruit.  I  have  to  take  the  initiative 
and  call  individuals  myself.  Usually,  I 
send  a  letter,  follow  that  up  with  a 
phone  call  and  ask  for  an  interview. 
Sometimes  I  get  one,  sometimes  I 
don't. 

"One  thing  I've  discovered,  though, 
is  that  BC  alumni  are  a  terrific  help.  If 
I  find  an  alumnus  at  a  company,  I 
usually  write  directly  to  them.  Even  if 
there  aren't  any  job  openings,  they 
always  return  my  call  and  letters  to 
offer  advice  or  wish  me  luck.  The  net- 
work is  absolutely  incredible."  (See 
story  on  previous  page.) 

With  the  center's  blessing,  many 
students  develop  career  strategies  to 
suit  personal  needs  and  the  job  market 
in  a  particular  field. 

"I  got  a  jump  on  things  by  applying 
for  a  nursing  position  back  in 
December,"  senior  Maura  Dineen 
said.  "I'd  like  to  stay  in  the  Boston 
area,  but  the  competition  for  jobs  is 
tough  with  so  many  schools  around. 
But  I  have  some  good  recommenda- 
tions and  my  resume  is  strong,  so  I 
don't  think  I'll  have  too  much  of  a 
problem." 

'The  Career  Center  ran  a  meeting 
especially  for  SOE  majors  which  was 
extremely  helpful  because  I  learned

about  the  library  resources  available  at 
their  office,"  senior  Jane  Brown  com- 
mented. "But  from  there  you  have  to 
try  to  get  a  job  on  your  own.  I'm 
covering  all  bases — sending  resumes 
and  cover  letters,  looking  in  the  paper, 
talking  with  teachers — you  never  know 
how  you'll  learn  about  an  opening." 

Of  course,  not  everyone  looks  for  a 
job  after  graduation.  While  the 
numbers  are  not  known,  a  small  group 
of  seniors  struggle  through  the 
alphabet  soup  of  GSAT's,  GRE's, 
LSAT's,  GMAT's,  and  MCAT's  on 
the  road  to  graduate,  law  or  medical 
school. 

"Right  now,  I'm  waiting  to  hear 
from  the  law  schools  I  applied  to," 
said  accounting  major  Mike  Egan.  "I 
know  I  could  get  a  good  job  with  a 
firm,  but  first  I'd  like  to  get  a  law 
degree." 

"My  plan  is  to  get  my  MS  in  com- 
munications while  I  attend  law 
school,"  said  speech  communications 
major  Anne  Vacaro.  "I've  applied  to 
eight  or  nine  schools  whose  programs  I 
liked,  and  now  it's  a  matter  of  which 
ones  will  accept  me  and  which  ones  I 
can  afford  to  go  to." 

Most  students  say  they  would  like  to 
have  a  firm  job  offer  or  grad  school 
acceptance  by  graduation.  But  there 
are  some  seniors  who  are  not  in  anv 


rush  to  start  a  9  to  5  career.  A  select 
few  will  volunteer  time  in  the  Interna- 
tional Volunteer  Program.  Others  will 
go  back  to  hometowns,  continuing 
their  career  search  until  just  the  right 
job  comes  along. 

Bridget  O'Connor  plans  to  travel 
while  she  is  still  young  with  few 
responsibilities. 

"I'm  going  to  get  some  sort  of  job 
in  Boston  this  summer  just  to  make 
enough  money  to  fly  to  London  in  the 
fall,"  she  said.  "Then,  I'll  travel  with 
some  friends  to  France,  Italy,  Ger- 
many and  Switzerland,  staying  in  each 
country  long  enough  to  make  enough 
money  to  move  on. 

"Just  because  you've  got  your  col- 
lege diploma  doesn't  mean  you  have  to 
rush  right  out  to  start  your  career," 
she  continued.  "Whether  I  travel,  get 
a  job  or  go  to  grad  school  in  England, 
I'll  be  using  what  I've  learned  here  at 
BC  all  my  life.  There's  plenty  of  time 
for  all  that.  For  me,  the  future's  just 
beginning."

Student  organizations 
don't  have  an  easy  time  of 
it,  says  Carole  Wegman, 
director  of  BC's  Office  of 
Student  Programs  and 
Resources  (OSPAR). 

In  10  years  at  her  post, 
Wegman  has  seen  student 
groups  come  and  go,  wax 
and  wane.  She  ticks  off  the 
dangers:  experienced  lead- 
ership often  leaves  with 
commencement;  undergrad- 
uate enthusiasms  balloon 
and  burst;  student  leaders 
are  often  not  up  to  the  task 
of  motivating  their  peers  to 
attend  meetings,  to  raise 
funds  by  selling  chocolates, 
to  lick  500  envelopes  in  the 
hope  of  drawing  100  people 
to  a  symposium. 

Despite  the  difficulties 
and  pressures,  more  than 
50  student  clubs  are  active 
under  OSPAR  auspices. 
Others  form  on  a  tempor- 
ary basis  for  a  specific  pur- 
pose and  then  dissolve. 
Some  engage  several  hun- 
dred students;  others,  a 
few.  New  ones — like  the  In- 
vestment Club — replace 
those  that  have  disap- 
peared. Older  groups  long 
dormant,  like  Hillel,  the 
Jewish  student  organiza- 
tion, suddenly  thrive  under 
new  leadership. 


Organized  group  activity, 
said  Student  Affairs  Vice 
President  Kevin  Duffy, 
speaks  not  only  to  student 
interests,  but  also  to  values. 
"I'm  not  just  talking  about 
a  social  service  organization 
like  PULSE  or  Student 
Ministry,  but  about  things 
like  the  Women's  Rugby 
Club.  When  a  young  wo- 
man plays  rugby,  she's 
making  a  statement  about 
her  womanhood.  That's 
why  we  don't  measure  the 
success  of  an  organization 
by  the  numbers  enrolled, 
but  by  the  extent  to  which 
it  gives  something  to  its 
people.  That's  why  we  en- 
courage students  to  get  in- 
volved from  the  day  they 
arrive  here." 

Duffy  adds  that  his  own 
office  sponsors  15  to  20  ad 
hoc  activities  for  student 
groups  over  the  course  of  a 
semester.  Other  University 
offices  do  the  same.  "If 
students  have  a  good  idea 
for  a  program  and  need 
funds  to  pull  it  off,"  said 
Duffy,  "they  find  someone 
ready  to  help.  The  soft- 
touches  are  well-known." 

Today  more  than  ever, 
said  Wegman,  students 
need  this  encouragement. 


"They  are  being  pulled  in 
so  many  directions.  For  one 
thing,  the  rising  cost  of  col- 
lege has  forced  many  to 
spend  their  spare  time  mak- 
ing money.  Additionally, 
there  is  increased  emphasis 
on  good  grades,  on  early 
career  decisions  and  on 
employment  internships.  A 
student  is  more  likely  today 
than  10  years  ago  to  ex- 
amine his  or  her  extracur- 
ricular commitments  in  the 
light  of  how  the  activity  is 
going  to  help  get  them  a 
job." 

Both  Wegman  and 
OSPAR  Assistant  Director 
William  Thompson  believe 
these  judgments  are  some- 
times being  made  short- 
sightedly. "Students,"  said 
Thompson,  "are  not  draw- 
ing the  connections.  If  you 
help  run  a  club,  no  matter 
what  its  focus,  you  are 
learning  marketing,  psy- 
chology, general  manage- 
ment, budgeting.  Even  if  a 
job  is  your  major  con- 
sideration, there's  no 
resume  in  the  world  that 
wouldn't  benefit  by  a  list 
like  that." 

Whatever  the  motives 
behind  them,  there  are  suf- 
ficient extracurricular  ac- 
tivities taking  place  on  the

BC  campus,  said  Duffy, 
"to  make  it  impossible  for 
any  student  to  responsibly 
say  they  have  nothing  to 
do."  The  student  organiza- 
tions profiled  on  the  follow- 
ing pages  speak  to  a  wide 
range  of  interests  which 
reflect  a  diverse  student 
body.  These  interests  reflect 
major  cultural  themes  in 
1984  America — ethnicity, 
physical  fitness,  political 
conservatism — as  well  as 
ideas  very  close  to  BC  in 
particular,  such  as  faith  and 
service. 

It  is  important  to  note 
that  the  groups'  successes 
are  their  own.  OSPAR  pro- 
vides training  for  leader- 
ship, and  the  University 
and  faculty  advisors  do  play 
a  role,  but  this  is  limited  by 
both  resources  (many  stu- 
dent groups  will  receive 
only  $40  a  semester  for 
their  programs)  and  by 
design. 

"Some  students  want  us 
to  do  everything  for  them," 
said  Wegman.  "They  think 
we're  Walt  Disney  and  ex- 
pect us,  or  other  experts,  to 
provide  for  them  whatever 
they  need  to  have  inter- 
esting activities  outside  the 
classroom.  While  we  try  to 
help  students  accomplish 
their  goals,  we  question 
them  very  hard  and  chal- 
lenge them  to  examine 
what  they're  doing.  We 
make  ourselves  available  to 
them  as  counselors  and 
educators,  but  they  have  to 
get  the  job  done." 


Kid  stuff 

The  theater  troupe  is  late 
and  the  ticket-holders  are 
rioting  in  the  aisles  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library's 
children's  room. 

Librarians  frown.  Par- 
ents scold.  Books  and  kids 


tumble  to  the  floor. 
Somewhere  in  Copley 
Square  on  this  Saturday 
afternoon,  the  Boston  Col- 
lege Children's  Theater 
Company,  squeezed,  for 
the  most  part,  into  one 
Toyota,  searches  for  a 
parking  place. 

Fifteen  minutes  later, 
some  50  little  matinee-goers 
are  seated  (mostly)  on  the 
floor  and  howling  approval 
as  "Vitamin  C,"  an  orange 
raised  in  his  hand  like  a 
weapon,  chases  those  arch 
villains  "Scratchy  Throat" 
and  "Sneezy  Nose"  around 
the  room  to  the  accompani- 
ment of  a  kazoo  rendition 
of  the  "William  Tell  Over- 
ture." High  theater,  it 
ain't.  High  fun,  it  is. 

For  the  nine  members  of 
the  BC  Children's  Theater 
Company,  it's  serious 
business  as  well.  "Child- 
ren's theater,"  said  com- 
pany co-director  Kelly 
Mulcahy,  an  SOE  junior, 
"is  a  discipline  of  theater. 
It's  not  Shakespeare,  but  it 


has  its  own  set  of  problems 
and  concerns." 

Says  co-director  Paul 
Albergo,  a  history  master's 
candidate,  "Kids  are  a  very 
demanding  audience.  They 
know  when  they're  being 
fooled,  and  they're  not 
afraid  to  tell  you  so  in  the 
middle  of  a  performance. 
You've  got  to  move  very 
fast  for  kids.  Slow  down, 
and  you'll  see  the  rest- 
lessness and  hear  it."  The 
group  does,  however,  take 
the  time  to  direct  a  few 
lines  over  the  heads  of  their 
primary  audience  at  adult 
chaperones.  "GQ  says  that 
baggy 's  in  this  year,"  one 
of  the  conniving  tailors  tells 
the  emperor  when  present- 
ing him  with  his  invisible 
clothes. 

While  their  improvisa- 
tional  style  may  appear 
haphazard,  it  isn't.  The 
company  spends  hours  each 
week  rehearsing,  tighten- 
ing, critiquing  each  other. 
It  is  an  ensemble  group  in 
the  true  sense,  with  actors 
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contributing  direction  and 
dialogue  and  learning  each 
others'  parts  well  enough 
that  someone  is  always 
ready  to  fill  in  for  a  col- 
league studying  for  an 
exam. 

Founded  in  1974  in  con- 
junction with  a  now  defunct 
course  in  children's  theater, 
the  ensemble  is  an  indepen- 
dent, student-run  opera- 
tion. It  performs  gratis 
about  once  a  month  at  such 
places  as  the  BPL,  hos- 
pitals, orphanages,  a  home 
for  the  blind.  It  supports 
itself,  modestly,  by  supply- 
ing for-fee  entertainment  at 
birthday  parties.  "Our  big- 
gest expense,"  said  Al- 
bergo,  "is  transportation. 
Our  second  biggest  is 
oranges  for  'Vitamin  C." 

Props  are  minimal.  The 
company  carries  what  it 
needs  in  a  worn  cardboard 
carton  held  together  at  the 
corners  by  duct  tape:  a  few 
hats,  long-johns  for  the 
emperor  who  wears  invisi- 
ble clothes,  an  orange. 


The  ensemble's  meat- 
and-potatoes  is  a  30- 
minute,  fast-paced  series  of 
songs  and  skits  leading  with 
"Vitamin  C"  and  con- 
cluding with  a  participatory 
circus,  but  more  recently 
the  group  has  begun  to 
undertake  some  ambitious 
and  more  subtle  projects, 
including  a  40-minute 
rendering  of  Saint- 
Exupery's  Little  Prince. 

"It  was  flat  the  first  time 
we  did  it,"  said  Albergo, 
"but  we  cleaned  it  up  and 
it's  working  better  now." 

The  ensemble's  three 
men  and  six  women  come 
from  a  variety  of  back- 
grounds. Mulcahy,  one  of 
two  in  the  group  who  in- 
tend to  utilize  children's 
theater  in  careers,  is  major- 
ing in  special  education. 
Albergo,  who  has  a  theater 
background  and  is  the 
group's  most  accomplished 
performer,  was  drafted  one 
evening  when  someone  ap- 
proached him  while  he  was 
studying  in  a  campus  class- 


room and  said  men  were 
needed  for  a  company 
rehearsal  down  the  hall. 
Alan  Feeney  (Vitamin  C)  is 
a  freshman  chemistry  ma- 
jor who  calls  the  group  his 
"elaborate  hobby."  Others 
are  studying  marketing, 
psychology  and  political 
science. 

The  rewards  they  receive 
are  fun,  comradeship,  ap- 
plause and,  sometimes, 
love.  Says  Albergo, 
"Where  else  would  you 
find  an  audience  that  comes 
up  and  hugs  you  at  the  end 
of  a  performance?"

They'd  rather 
be  right 

In  a  lecture  hall  situated 
off  a  stairwell  in  Fulton 
Hall,  three  young  men, 
members  of  the  BC  chapter 
of  the  Young  Americans  for 
Freedom  (YAF),  hold  a 
weekly  meeting. 

"I  want  a  group  set  up 
in  McElroy  between  noon 
and  three  to  collect  signa- 
tures," said  Alexander 
Nefedov  '86,  the  club's 
newly  installed  president. 
"We  need  to  let  the  State 
Department  know  there  are 
still  people  who  haven't 
forgotten  the  Soviets 
downed  the  Korean 
airliner. 

"And  we  need  to  arrange 
speakers  to  come  from 
Afghanistan  and  Czecho- 
slovakia for  Captive  Na- 
tions Day,"  Nefedov  con- 
tinued. "We've  confirmed 
that  the  speakers  from 
Cuba  and  Angola  are  com- 
ing. Students  have  to  hear 
firsthand  about  Soviet  im- 
perialism, and  what  it's  like 
to  live  under  Soviet 
control." 

"You  know  what  falls 


around  the  same  time, 
don't  you?"  Robert 
Pomeroy  '84,  the  immedi- 
ate past  president  said 
rnatter-of-factly — ' '  Global 
Awareness  Week  activities. 
They'll  all  be  concentrating 
on  the  US  involvement  in 
Nicaragua." 

"So  what?"  said 
Nefedov.  "There'll  be 
some  controversy." 

YAF,  as  it  is  commonly 
known,  may  be  a  club  with 
a  small  membership  (it  has 
a  core  of  5-10  members), 
but  its  size  certainly  hasn't 
kept  it  invisible,  or  unheard 
of. 

In  the  past  year,  the 
group  has  sponsored  lec- 
tures by  a  Russian  dissident 
who  spoke  against  nuclear 
disarmament,  and  a  Nica- 
raguan  opposing  the  San- 
dinista  government.  In  re- 
cent years,  it  has  sponsored 
workshops  by  anti-abortion 
groups  and  championed 
withdrawal  of  student  sup- 
port for  the  Massachusetts 
Public  Interest  Research 
Group. 

Pomeroy,  who  has  led 
the  group  for  three  years,  is 
tall  and  thin,  with  a  haircut 
suiting  his  Marine  reserve 
weekend  duties.  He  said 
running  a  YAF  chapter  at 
BC,  where  faculty  and 
students  tend  not  to  be 
Republicans  or  conser- 
vatives, has  not  been  easy. 
"People  just  don't  under- 
stand where  I'm  coming 
from  when  I  speak  of  YAF 
ideals,"  he  said. 

"Unfortunately,  a  lot  of 
the  flak  I  get  is  a  result  of 
apathy  and  a  lack  of  poli- 
tical awareness.  I  sense  that 
most  people  don't  get  active 
unless  they're  under  seige. 
The  Soviet  Union  is  a  long 
way  away.  It  is  easier  for 
most  to  protest  US  policies. 

"When  we  try  to  tell 
them  (our  side),  they  run 
off  calling  us  fascists  or 
something.  Fascism  is  so 
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The  Soviet 
Union  is  far 
away.  It's  easier 
for  most  people 
to  protest  US 
policies.'

alien  to  the  YAF  philo- 
sophy; it's  a  joke  to  even 
bring  it  up." 

Pomeroy,  representing 
YAF,  wrote  a  commentary 
last  year  in  the  student 
newspaper  The  Heights  call- 
ing on  readers  to  "recog- 
nize the  real  threat  to  world 
peace  as  the  Soviet  lust  for 
power,  not  American  efforts 
to  provide  for  an  adequate 
defense."  He  said  Soviet 
leadership  has  no  intention 
of  abiding  by  treaties  as 
was  evidenced  by  its  viola- 
tion of  one  of  "the  most 
sacred  international 
agreements — (by)  dumping 
deadly  chemical  agents  on 
civilians  in  Laos,  Cambodia 
and  Afghanistan." 

'The  purpose  of  our 
club,"  said  Pomeroy,  "is 
not  to  revolutionize,  but  to 
try  and  offer  a  different 
perspective  we  feel  is  lack- 
ing here;  to  offer  a  more 
conservative  principle. 
There  are  a  lot  of  people 
here  who  are  hoodwinked." 


Pomeroy's  experience  with 
YAF  has  been  a  "personal 
crusade,"  he  said,  which 
has  drawn  him  through 
"an  odyssey  from  no  in- 
volvement in  politics  to  a 
strong  commitment  to  the 
conservative  ideal." 

The  accounting  major 
said  he  hoped  "that  some- 
day students  will  remember 
something  they  learned 
from  our  group.  Then,  all 
our  work  was  worth  it."

Feel  the  spirit 

One  recent  evening,  two 
students  stopped  to  drink 
water  at  the  fountain  in  the 
fourth-floor  hallway  of 
Lyons  Hall. 

Nearby,  from  behind  the 
closed  doors  of  the  Univer- 
sity Chorale's  practice 
room,  could  be  heard 
stomping,  clapping  and 
emphatic  voices  singing  in 


harmony:  "Precious  Lord, 
take  my  hand." 

"What's  going  on?"  one 
asked.  "Sounds  like  some 
kind  of  church  service,"  the 
other  responded.  They  con- 
tinued on  their  way. 

The  Voices  of  Imani 
Choir,  BC's  gospel  music 
group,  has  entertained 
dozens  passing  in  the  Lyons 
hallway  on  rehearsal  even- 
ings, and  thousands 
throughout  New  England. 

Since  it  was  formed  in 
1978,  the  student  choir  has 
performed  for  church 
groups,  colleges,  high 
schools  and  elementary 
schools,  and  at  special 
events  on  campus  such  as 
the  dedication  of  the 
Medeiros  Townhouses,  the 
Martin  Luther  King  Jr. 
Scholarship  dinner  and  a 
Holocaust  Day  service. 

The  Voices  of  Imani  is  a 
"ministry  through  music," 
said  choir  president  Karen 
Young  '85.  Its  goal  is  to 
"deliver  the  word  of  God." 
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The  20-plus  members  of 
the  choir  are  primarily 
black  and  primarily  women 
(there  are  six  men),  but  the 
group  is  open  to  the  entire 
student  body. 

Although  gospel  music  is 
Protestant  in  tradition,  the 
Voices  of  Imani  is  not  affil- 
iated with  any  particular 
religious  group.  Members 
may  be  of  any  faith.  "Most 
of  us  are  Christian," 
Young  said.  "Being  Chris- 
tian makes  it  easier  to 
understand  what  you're 
singing,  but  I've  seen  non- 
Christians  get  a  lot  out  of 
the  music." 

Larry  DeLong  '82,  one 
of  the  founders,  now  leads 
the  group.  The  choir  sings 
mostly  contemporary  gospel 
music,  but  their  repertoire 
also  includes  some  "old 
Negro  spirituals"  and 
hymns. 

Imani  is  a  Swahili  word 
meaning  faith.  Young  said, 
"Gospel  music  is  all  about 
strength  in  God — knowing 


He  will  help  us  and  that  we 
can't  do  anything  without 
Him.  Its  songs  are  songs  of 
strength  and  of  pushing  on. 
When  we  sing,  we  aren't 
just  mouthing  words,  but 
delivering  messages. 

"Sometimes  we  sway 
with  the  music,  sometimes 
we  rock,"  she  said.  "If  the 
beat's  slow,  we  just  natur- 
ally sway.  If  it's  faster,  we 
rock,  we  clap  our  hands, 
we  stomp  our  feet. 

"The  Bible  s.ays,  'Re- 
joice in  the  Lord.'  That's 
the  meaning  of  the  clapping 
of  hands  and  the  foot-tap- 
ping.

babe  among  BC  student 
organizations,  only  a  year 
old,  and  Bill  Doty  is  its 
proud  inventor  and  guiding 
light. 

Doty  looks  the  part  of  an 
investment  counselor:  a 
white  button-down  shirt, 
four  pens  clipped  to  the 
pocket.  He  is  fast-talking, 
articulate,  and  possesses 
that  on-the-way-to-success 
tactic  of  looking  straight 
into  the  eyes  of  whomever 
he  is  speaking  to. 

Doty  said  that  when  he 
thought  of  forming  the 
club,  he  first  put  all  his 
ideas  in  order.  He  was 
"determined"  to  place  "a 
foundation  that  would  keep 
the  club  in  operation  long 
after  I  left." 


Carole  Wegman,  director 
of  Student  Programs  and 
Resources,  to  whom  Doty 
first  went  for  assistance, 
said,  "It  wasn't  easy  for 
Bill  to  get  things  off  the 
ground.  He  was  talking 
about  a  lot  of  risk  since  he 
wanted  to  use  real  money. 
He  talked  to  a  lot  of  people 
and,  for  a  while,  only  got 
discouragement. ' ' 

But  Doty  finally  won  the 
support  of  Harold  Petersen, 
associate  professor  of 
economics,  and  the  two 
came  up  with  an  idea  that 
appears  to  be  working. 
Petersen,  now  the  club's 
advisor,  suggested  that  if 
Doty  wanted  to  work  with 
real  money,  the  club  should 
establish  a  University  en- 


dowment fund  that  would 
be  managed  by  the  Invest- 
ment Club. 

So  far,  friends  and  alum- 
ni have  contributed  $5,000 
to  the  fund.  Club  members 
have  contributed  in  the 
form  of  a  $25  membership 
fee.  Matching  funds  of 
$10,000  have  also  been 
pledged  for  when  the  club 
has  raised  $10,000  on  its 
own.  Petersen  said  the  club 
is  gearing  up  for  a  fund- 
raising  drive  and  would  like 
to  operate  with  a  portfolio 
of $50,000. 

The  members  have 
invested  in  just  four  com- 
panies since  the  club  was 
founded.  The  process  of 
selecting  a  company  is  the 
backbone  of  the  Investment 
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Club.  Doty  and  George 
Pavlov  '85,  who  will  suc- 
ceed Doty  as  president  in 
the  fall,  spend  some  10 
hours  preparing  for  each 
meeting  (held  two-three 
times  a  semester)  with  one 
goal  in  mind — to  "make 
smart  investors"  out  of 
club  members,  said  Pavlov. 

"It's  a  unique  club," 
said  Doty,  who  has  worked 
six  summers  at  Goldman 
Sachs.  "We  are  not  trying 
to  make  a  million  bucks. 
We  just  want  to  share  some 
of  the  skills  we  have  with 
others.  Everyone  is  going  to 
have  to  know  how  to  invest 
someday,  and  you  can't 
learn  that  in  class. 

"I  am  a  capitalist  at 
heart,  I  admit,"  said  Doty. 


"I  like  the  thrill  of  making 
money.  But  even  if  you're 
not  investing  money,  it  is 
exciting  to  see  where  a 
stock  goes. 

"Besides,  my  dream  is  to 
run  a  business.  I  love  to 
observe  chief  executives, 
and  to  think  I  could  do  at 
least  that  well  someday."

We  are  family 

A  year  ago,  Hillel,  the 
Jewish  student  organiza- 
tion, was  comatose,  accord- 
ing to  observers.  Two  or 
three  people  would  come  to 
meetings.  There  were  no 
group  activities.  Office 
hours  in  the  club's  McElroy 
Commons  headquarters 
were  random  or  worse. 

This  winter,  biweekly 
Hillel  meetings  have  been 
attended  by  as  many  as  25 
students,  more  than  75 
have  signed  a  roster  to  in- 
dicate their  interest  in 
Hillel  activities,  and  a  re- 
cent meeting  focused  on  an 
upcoming  bake  sale,  raffle, 
dance,  and  campus  seder — 
the  traditional  Passover 
meal — for  upwards  of  100 
members  and  guests  from 
the  University  community. 

The  difference  is  Hillel 
President  Steven  Waxman 
'86,  a  burly,  outspoken 
biology  major  from  Chel- 
sea, Mass.  "Steve,"  said 
Physics  Associate  Professor 
George  Goldsmith,  the 
group's  faculty  advisor, 
"has  turned  things  around. 
The  activity  I've  seen  this 
year  is  an  increase  of 
several  magnitudes  over 
anything  I've  seen  for  a 
number  of  years." 

At  the  root  of  Waxman's 
activism  on  behalf  of  Hillel 
is  a  devotion  to  Judaism. 
"I  care  about  the  faith,"  he 
said,  "and  I'm  proud  of  it. 


As  a  Jew,  I  want  to  obey 
the  laws  passed  down  by 
our  ancestors,  respect  other 
people's  ideas  as  well  as 
mine,  and  pass  my  Jewish- 
ness  on  to  my  family  and  to 
non-Jews  as  well.  I'm  not 
talking  about  trying  to  con- 
vert people,  but  letting 
them  know  what  being 
Jewish  is  about." 

Why  would  a  committed 
Jew  choose  Jesuit  Boston 
College  over  colleges  with 
larger  Jewish  student  repre- 
sentation? "Because  BC  is 
a  damn  good  school,"  said 
Waxman.  He  adds,  "I  also 
liked  BC  because  the  stu- 
dents are  a  varied  group  in 
terms  of  race,  creed, 
color." 

Hillel  is  a  national 
organization  open  to  Jewish 
and  non-Jewish  college 
students  with  an  interest  in 
Judaism.  The  BC  chapter  is 
one  of  the  smaller  ones  in 
the  Boston  area.  Estimates 
of  numbers  of  Jewish 
students  at  BC  run  from 
five  to  10  percent  of  the 
undergraduate  population, 
but,  Waxman  points  out, 
some  Jews  prefer  "to  blend 
in  and  would  rather  not  be 
identified  with  Jewish 
activities." 

Those  active  in  Hillel 
bring  a  variety  of  perspec- 
tives to  the  organization: 
cultural,  religious,  nos- 
talgic. Hillel  is  the  first 
Jewish  organization  Wendy 
Gorin,  a  Connecticut  native 
and  junior  sociology  major, 
has  ever  belonged  to. 
"Joining  Hillel  was  not  a 
natural  step  for  me,"  she 
said.  "I  always  felt  forced 
into  being  Jewish,  into  go- 
ing to  temple  on  the  holi- 
days. I  went  to  a  public 
school  where  almost  no  one 
was  Jewish  and  that  was 
fine  with  me,  but  here  I 
feel  the  need  to  meet  other 
Jewish  people,  to  be  of 


some  real  use  and  not  just  a 
number  in  a  large  group.  If 
I  had  gone  to  Brandeis  I 
might  have  felt  differently, 
but  here  I  need  this 
identification." 

Said  Gorin,  "I  want  to 
keep  the  tradition  alive. 
The  Jewish  population  is  so 
small.  For  me  to  give  up 
and  say  I  don't  care, 
wouldn't  be  right." 

Unlike  Gorin,  SOE  jun- 
ior Robin  Horwitz,  of 
Brookline,  attended  a  high 
school  that  was  almost  en- 
tirely Jewish  but  had  little 
training  or  education  about 
Judaism.  "I  got  here,"  she 
said,  "and  I  suddenly  felt 
like  a  minority.  I  felt  I 
lacked  something.  I  took 
my  two  required  theology 
courses  in  Judaism.  I've 
begun  to  appreciate  the 
sense  of  unity,  the  love  and 
respect  for  God  that  are 
part  of  the  faith." 

Wade  Rubenstein,  an 
SOM  junior  from  Natick, 
said,  "Belonging  (to  Hillel) 
makes  you  more  aware  of 
your  Jewish  identity,  which 
is  always  at  the  back  of 
your  mind.  It's  a  chance  to 
meet  other  Jews — a  social 
outlet  not  found  elsewhere 
at  BC — and  to  expose  non- 
Jewish  members  of  the 
community  to  your  faith." 

There  is  about  Hillel  a 
family  feeling.  A  recent 
meeting  featured  a  surprise 
birthday  cake  for  a  member 
and,  between  items  of  bus- 
iness, a  great  deal  of 
brother-sister  jousting  and 
teasing  of  which  Waxman 
was  often  the  object  and 
over  which  he  presided  like 
a  proud  and  indulgent 
paterfamilias.  "You  see 
what  they  put  me 
through?"  he  said  with  a 
grin  to  a  visitor. 

Alan  Kafka,  assistant 
professor  of  geology  and 
geophysics,  characterizes 
himself  as  "an  interested 
observer"  of  Hillel  acti-

vities  since  he  came  here  in 
1982.  "For  Jewish  students 
at  BC,"  he  said,  "the  need 
is  not  the  same  as  it  is  at 
Brandeis  or  Harvard.

A  fine  madness 

It  was  not  a  good  day  for 
tumbling  about  in  rain 
puddles  on  a  field  behind 
Harvard  Stadium.  The 


wind  was  coming  off  the 
nearby  Charles  at  about  15 
miles  an  hour.  The  sky  was 
low  and  grey  as  an  early 
spring  sky  can  get.  The 
temperature  stood  at  40 
degrees. 

But  tumbling  about  in 
rain  puddles  (and  mud)  was 
precisely  what  a  select 
group  of  female  under- 
graduates did  for  nearly  an 
hour  and  a  half  on  a  recent 
Saturday  morning  when  the 
Women's  Rugby  Club  took 
the  soggy  field  against  their 
opposite  number  from 
Harvard. 

Madness:'  Some  passers- 
by  seemed  to  think  so.  A 
man  walking  his  dog 
gawked  at  the  running, 
tackling,  (he  splashes  of 
water  thai  rose  where  the 
players  fell.  He  shook  his 
head  and  smiled. 


Rugby  players  tend  to 
acknowledge,  with  sly 
pride,  that  there  might  be  a 
touch  of  madness  in  their 
sport,  and  BC's  women  are 
no  different.  Said  club 
president  Veronica  Flood 
'84,  "We're  all  a  little 
insane;  we  thrive  on  this." 
But  they  have,  as  well, 
more  cogent  reasons  for 
participating  in  a  sport  few 
of  their  fellow  citizens 
understand,  and  which 
some  think  violent. 

A  spirit  of  friendship 
pervades  the  25-member 
Women's  Rugby  Club.  It  is 
open  to  all  regardless  of 
skill  or  experience.  Club 
officers,  with  the  assistance 
of  Ken  Daly,  coach  of  the 
men's  club,  provide 
training. 

Like  many  other  team 
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members,  Lisa  Keogh,  '84 
was  introduced  to  the  sport 
by  a  friend.  "I  thought  she 
was  crazy,"  said  Keogh 
recently.  "She  used  to 
come  back  from  games 
bruised  and  muddy.  I  like 
exercise  and  was  looking 
for  something  different  to 
do.  So  I  thought  I'd  give  it 
a  try. 

Keogh  is  now  the  club's 
secretary,  with  responsibil- 
ity for  scheduling  games 
and  delivering  the  tradi- 
tional post-game  beers.  She 
describes  rugby  as  a  cross 
between  football  and  soc- 
cer, and  a  game  featuring 
the  sort  of  strong  team 
camaraderie  that  she,  a 
former  high  school  soccer 
player,  appreciates. 

Freshman  Margaret 
Blood  is  a  novice  player 
and  another  refugee  from 


high  school  soccer.  Dis- 
regarding warnings  from 
friends — "You're  gonna' 
get  killed" — Blood  has  also 
found  satisfaction  in  the 
game's  physical  demands 
and  the  team's  spirit.  She 
and  other  players  are  quick 
to  speak  to  what  they  con- 
sider a  widespread  calumny 
about  rugby.  Said  Blood, 
"It's  not  a  go-out  and-beat- 
each-other-up  game. 
There's  lots  of  technique." 

Keogh  said,  "It's  a 
rough  sport — you're  run- 
ning and  running  and  if 
you  get  knocked  down  you 
have  to  get  up  and  con- 
tinue—  but  not  a  violent 
sport.  All  kinds  of  people 
can  play — tall,  small.  One 
of  our  best  players  is  just 
five  feet  tall  and  slim. 
When  I  saw  her  bringing 
down  people  twice  her  size, 
I  knew  I  could  do  it." 
Additionally,  many  of  the 
players  report  proudly, 
members  of  their  team  tend 


to  be  superior  students. 

The  team  has  a  fall  and 
spring  season,  practices 
three  times  a  week  and 
plays  six  games  a  season 
against  other  amateur 
clubs.  They  are  competi- 
tive, said  Keogh. 

Keogh,  who  is  soft- 
spoken  and  somewhat  shy, 
said  that  people  who  do  not 
know  her  well  are  some- 
times "taken  aback"  when 
they  learn  she  is  a  rugby 
player.  "I'm  proud,"  she 
said.  "It's  fun  to  play  a 
sport  no  one  considers  a 
women's  sport.  This  has 
been  an  adventurous  thing 
for  me.  It  opened  me  up 
and  developed  my  con- 
fidence. One  thing  I've 
learned  is  that  women  are 
underestimated — we  are  a 
lot  stronger  than  given 
credit  for." 

Said  Flood,  "We  are  ex- 
pressing our  creativity  and 
individuality.  Women  can 
do  anything." 


Harvard  won,  12-0 
(three,  four-point  goals). 
While  the  women  of  Har- 
vard doused  themselves 
with  Budweiser  and  sang  a 
rousing  and  obscene  ver- 
sion of  their  university  fight 
song,  Flood  consoled  herself 
with  the  thought  that  this 
was  BC's  first  game  of  the 
season  and  Harvard  scored 
only  in  the  first  half. 

Joked  a  weary  Keogh, 
"We  don't  cry  after  a  loss. 
We  put  our  sweats  back  on 
and  go  home  as  quickly  as 
possible."

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The  left  stuff 

A  fresh  look  at  the  USSR  takes  a  major  history  award

Concerned  with  the  dangers  of 
viewing  history  "through  a 
keyhole,"  as  Argentinian  author 
Gregorio  Selser  has  described  a  nar- 
row historical  approach,  Associate 
Professor  of  History  Roberta 
Thompson  Manning  is  for  throwing 
the  door  to  our  past  wide  open. 

She  practices  what  she  calls  "the 
new  political  history,"  focusing  on 
social  and  economic  developments 
as  well  as  statecraft. 

For  her,  amplification  of  history 
is  not  merely  academic,  but, 
moreover,  essential  to  an  under- 
standing of  contemporary  East-West 
relations  and  decision-making  on 
future  US  policy  toward  the  Soviet 
Union.  She  is  concerned  that 
"cliches  in  lieu  of  analysis"  are 
plunging  global  politics  into  ever 
deeper  crisis,  with  nuclear  disaster 
as  an  increasing  danger. 

One  result  of  Manning's  commit- 
ment is  her  first  book,  The  Crisis  of 
the  Old  Order  in  Russia,  which  won 
the  1983  Herbert  Baxter  Adams 
Prize,  presented  in  San  Francisco 
last  winter. 

The  Adams  Prize  is  given  bienni- 
ally to  the  best  first  work  by  an 
American  historian  on  post-1789 
European  history.  Bestowed  by  the 
century-old  American  Historical 
Association,  it  is  considered  by 
historians  to  be  among  America's 
most  prestigious  awards  in  the  field 
of  European  history.  Manning's 
book,  published  by  Princeton 
University  Press,  is  one  of  only 
three  studies  of  Russia,  and  the  first 


on  20th  century  Russia,  ever  to  win 
the  prize. 

The  book  "unites  a  breadth  of 
conception  with  lucid  and  scholarly 
exposition,"  reads  the  award  cita- 
tion, and  it  is  "an  unusually  mature 
first  work." 

The  honor  also  represents  a  deep- 
ly personal,  if  unofficial,  achieve- 
ment for  Manning,  who  was  drawn 
to  the  study  of  Russia  by  the  shades 
and  echoes  of  Tolstoi,  Chekov  and 
Turgenev  that  she  saw  and  heard  in 
her  own  Texas  history  as  she  was 
growing  up. 

Critics  in  two  reviews  in  the  Lon- 
don Times  Literary  Supplement  praised 
the  range  and  depth  of  Manning's 
555-page  opus. 

In  one,  Raymond  Pearson,  senior 
lecturer  in  history  at  the  New 
University  of  Ulster,  observed, 
"Combining  a  meticulous  reading 
of  an  awesome  corpus  of  published 
primary  sources  with  the  fruits  of 
extended  periods  in  the  Soviet 
archives,  Roberta  Manning  has 
authoritatively  reinterpreted  a 
neglected  dimension  of  a  stretch  of 
Russian  history  which  is  currently 
experiencing  something  of  a 
historiographical  revolution." 

Pearson  describes  Manning's  cen- 
tral thesis  as  follows: 

"(T)he  heart  of  the  book... con- 
centrates on  the  dramatic  impact  on 
the  gentry  of  the  'First  Russian 
Revolution.'  The  startling  conclu- 
sion is  that  'of  all  the  social  groups 
that  entered  the  political  fray  in 
1905-07,  the  provincial  gentry 
emerged  with  the  greatest  political 
advantages." 


Pearson  also  said,  "The  Chekov- 
inspired  perception  of  the  Russian 
gentry  (as  hopelessly  adrift  politi- 
cally between  emancipation  of  the 
serfs  in  1861  and  the  1905  revolu- 
tion) should  by  rights  not  survive 
Manning's  remarkable  new  study 
The  gentry  turned  out  to  be  more 
adaptable,  better  organized  and 
conspicuously  tougher  than 
Chekov — who  died  on  the  very 
brink  of  their  comeback  in 
1904 — ever  gave  them  credit  for." 

John  Keep  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  observed  in  the  second 
review,  "Her  book  deserves  to 
stand  alongside  (American  historian 
Gerold  T.)  Robinson's  classic,  Rural 
Russia  under  the  Old  Regime.  Both 
works  succeed  in  translating  cold 
statistical  data  into  human  terms; 
both  place  social  movements  firmly 
in  their  overall  political  context — a 
rare  virtue  in  these  days  of  quan- 
titative history." 

By  what  Pearson  calls  her  "un- 
familiar account"  of  the  gentry's 
recovery,  Manning  contests  a  time- 
honored,  if  uncritical,  perception  of 
the  19th  century  Russian  upper 
class.  She  also  takes  to  task  prevail- 
ing conceptions  of  Soviet  Russia 
that  emerged  after  the  upper  classes 
pressed  their  political  advantage  of 
1905  past  the  breaking  point  12 
years  later,  resulting  in  civil  war 
and  the  Bolshevik  Revolution. 

The  "new  political  or  social 
history"  that  Manning  espouses  has 
a  scope  that  includes  "what  happens 
outside  of  government."  For  exam- 
ple, she  said,  "Standard  history  will 
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use  the  famine  of  1932  as  a  symbol 
of  the  failure  of  collectivism,  and  ig- 
nore the  fact  that  Russia  had  been 
experiencing  severe  famines  since 
the  1880s,  40  years  before  collec- 
tivization." 

Recipient  of  a  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Humanities  Indepen- 
dent Studies  and  Research  Fellow- 
ship, Manning  is  on  leave  this 
academic  year  and  will  resume 
teaching  in  the  fall.  She  is  working 
on  another  book,  which  will  be  set 
among  peasants  and  local  officials 
20  years  after  the  1917  Bolshevik 
Revolution,  on  the  eve  of  World 
War  II. 

"Like  my  earlier  book,"  she  said, 
"this  study  has  a  broad  focus.  I  am 
just  as  interested  in  investigating 
fads,  fashions  and  family  structure 
as  probing  political  policies,  pro- 
cedures and  purges.  What  I  hope 
will  emerge  is  a  broad  vision  of 
daily  life  at  the  height  of  the  Stalin 
era. 

On  the  subject  of  Soviet  Premier 
Josef  Stalin,  Manning  illustrates  a 
chief  danger  of  superficial  historic 
inquiry:  misunderstanding. 

"The  myth  of  Stalin,  which  has 
such  currency  in  America,  is  really 
an  acceptance  of  his  own  self- 
evaluation  as  the  Great  Father  of 
Soviet  Russia,"  Manning  said. 

What  she  and  her  colleagues  are 
discovering,  Manning  said,  is  that 
Stalin's  strength  was  not  magically 
conjured  but  came  from  the  ground- 
swell  that  gave  rise  to  the  revolu- 
tion, from  the  bottom  up. 

"For  example,  a  mixed  economy 
brought  the  young  Soviet  Union 
into  a  deep  economic  depression, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  1920s  the 
workers  were  not  satisfied  with  the 
material  outcome  of  the  revolution. 
Stalin  came  into  power  as  a  result  of 
these  grievances,  and  the  depression 
ended  with  his  victories  in  the  First 
Five- Year  Plan.  It  ended 
unemployment." 

A  further  irony  of  Stalin's  stan- 
dard image  as  an  almost  super-

natural  phenomenon  is  that  "it  is 
rooted  in  Nazi  propaganda,"  Man- 
ning said.  "It  comes  from  Russian 
emigres  who  served  in  the  Nazi 
army  against  their  own  country." 

The  same  mindset  that  led  US 
intelligence  services  to  harbor  Klaus 
Barbie  and  other  Nazi  war  criminals 
also  caused  the  American  govern- 
ment to  embrace  anti-Soviet  Rus- 
sians, Manning  said. 

Manning  has  pored  over  Soviet 
archives  and  found  that  during  and 
after  World  War  II,  it  was  ordinary 
Soviet  citizens  at  the  local  level  who 
charged  thousands  of  Russians  with 
Nazi  collaboration. 

"They  were  accused  of  serving 
the  Nazis  as  politicians  in  occupied 
Russia  and  convicted  for  partici- 
pating in  the  killing  of  Jews,  among 
other  war  crimes." 

The  earlier  purges  of  the  1930s 
also  got  their  impetus  from  local 
and  not  central  party  organizations, 
Manning's  research  indicates. 

When  the  late  Soviet  leader  Yuri 
Andropov  was  succeeded  by 
Konstantin  U.  Chernenko  last 
winter,  Manning  was  called  upon 
by  WGBH-TV,  the  public  broad- 
casting affiliate  in  Boston,  to  com- 
ment on  any  possible  new  course  in 
Soviet  affairs.  In  a  news  interview, 
Manning  said  she  saw  Russia's 
future  based  on  a  currently  robust 
economy.  On  an  earlier  show, 
Richard  E.  Pipes,  a  Polish  emigre 
and  professor  of  history  at  Harvard 
University,  had  described  the  same 
economy  as  faltering. 

"Are  you  reading  from  the  same 
reports  that  Professor  Pipes  is?"  the 
interviewer  asked. 

"I  am,"  Manning  replied. 

Contrary  to  the  view  of  Pipes,  a 
former  national  security  advisor  to 
President  Reagan,  and  others  that 
the  Soviet  economy  is  "stagnant, 
aging  and  immobile,"  Manning 
said,  her  reading  suggests  it  "has 


simply  grown  too  large  to  be  plan- 
ned from  the  center"  as  "Soviet  in- 
dustrial and  agricultural  output  are 
currently  approaching  85  percent  to 
90  percent  of  US  levels." 

Manning  points  to  evidence  of  a 
"pluralism"  and  "dissent"  in  the 
Soviet  Union  that  clashes  with  the 
conventional  depiction  of  the  coun- 
try as  monolithic.  "Work  on  some 
mammoth  construction  sites  has 
recently  ground  to  a  halt  for  months 
on  end,  as  engineers  and  workers 
on  the  spot  refused  to  follow  out- 
moded or  unsuitable  construction 
plans  drawn  up  in  Moscow  and  in- 
sisted on  their  rights  to  compile  up- 
dated work  plans  on  their  own. 

"Economists,  planners  and  local 
political  figures  have  emerged 
among  the  more  outspoken  advo- 
cates of  far-reaching  changes  in  the 
economic  and  political  apparatus  of 
the  Soviet  state." 

As  an  example  of  the  seriousness 
with  which  the  Soviet  government 
approaches  economic  reform,  Man- 
ning refers  to  the  recent  execution 
of  two  high-ranking  officials  who 
were  found  guilty  of  accepting 
bribes  from  Western  oil  companies. 

She  notes  that: 

□  By  the  late  1970s,  the  USSR  was 
graduating  more  of  its  high-school 
aged  population  (87  per  cent)  than 
the  US  (76  per  cent). 

□  The  USSR  is  one  of  the  few 
nations  that  places  its  entire  high 
school  student  population  in  a 
college-track  curriculum,  with  a 
heavy  emphasis  on  science  and 
language  as  well  as  humanities. 

□  Soviet  industrial  output  has  in- 
creased more  than  twelve-fold  since 
1950,  compared  to  3.3  times  for  the 
United  States. 

□  The  Soviets  are  testing  produc- 
tion models  of  solar-powered  auto- 
mobiles and  beginning  construction 
of  the  world's  first  commercial  size 
(300  megawatt)  solar  power  station, 
scheduled  to  begin  operating  next 
year. 

She  believes  recognizing  these 
strides  provides  broader  and  deeper 
views  of  Soviet  history  and  contem- 
porary Russia  than  are  ordinarily 
presented  by  the  Reagan  Admini- 
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stration,  and  are  necessary  in  order 
for  America  to  know  exactly  with 
whom  it  is  dealing.  Her  concern  is 
that  US  leaders  are  engaged  in 
"wishful  thinking"  about  the  col- 
lapse of  the  Soviet  Union,  and  their 
self-deception  could  result  in  a 
disastrous  and  unnecessary  confron- 
tation with  the  Russians. 

'The  USSR  is  economically 
stronger  today  than  it  has  ever 
been,"  Manning  said.  "The  advan- 
tages that  we  possessed  in  the  1950s 
will  never  again  be  within  our 
grasp.  All  we  can  achieve  by  seek- 
ing to  regain  these  advantages  is  to 
push  the  Western  world  into  an 
inflation  and  deficit-provoked 
depression.  This  outcome  could  well 
prove  Marx's  predictions  valid  or 
else  result  in  the  outbreak  of  the 
Third  World  War." 

As  a  regular  contributor  to  the 
national  publication  In  These  Times, 
Manning  has  written  about  what 
she  terms  the  need  "for  a  mutual 
and  verifiable  freeze  on  the  produc- 
tion of  nuclear  weapons  and  their 
delivery  systems"  as  "the  only 
feasible  alternative  to  certain 
disaster." 

History  for  Manning  is  also  look- 
ing back  at  her  own  life,  a  story 
that  could  be  a  book  about  the 
making  of  her  books. 

"I  was  born  in  Texas,  a  third- 
generation  Texan,"  she  empha- 
sized, with  a  hint  of  the  pride  ex- 
pected from  a  Texas  smile.  I  was 
expected  to  be  a  'Southern  Belle." 
Her  raised  brows  suggest  what  she 
thought  of  that  destiny. 

Instead  of  reclining  with  mint 
juleps,  she  became  an  avid  student 
of  the  19th  century  Russian  greats 
and  read  them  intensively,  along 
with  Trotsky's  History  of  the  Russian 
Revolution  and  other  Russian 
historians,  while  a  history  major  at 
Rice  University  in  Houston.  She 
also  began  acquiring  a  command  of 
the  Russian  language,  a  facility  that 
would  become  indispensable  to  her 
studies  and  travels  in  the  Soviet 
Union. 

In  characters  and  settings  of  War 
and  Peace,  The  Cherry  Orchard  and

Fathers  and  Sons  she  discerned,  of  all 
things,  parallels  with  the  lives  and 
lifestyles  of  their  American  counter- 
parts, the  gentry  and  privilege  of 
the  19th  century  South  and  South- 
west and  their  later  vestiges. 

"Following  the  emancipation  of 
the  Russian  serfs  in  1861  and  the 
emancipation  of  American  slaves  (in 
1863),  the  gentry  in  both  countries 
retained  deep-seated  notions  of 
class:  vis-a-vis  the  peasantry  in  pre- 
revolutionary  Russia;  blacks  and 
Hispanics  in  the  United  States," 
she  said.  "But,  unlike  the  Soviet 
Union,  the  American  South  had 
many  (pre-emancipation)  institu- 
tions (of  segregation  and  ante- 
bellum conceits)  intact  into  the  20th 
century,  past  the  Second  World 
War."' 

Consequently,  Manning  had  an 
opportunity  to  observe  aspects  of 
19th  century  Russia  in  her  Texas 
surroundings. 

She  "developed  a  strong  interest  in 
the  comparative  development  of  the 
US  and  Russian  countrysides  and, 
following  her  graduation  from  Rice 
in  1962,  entered  Columbia  Univer- 
sity, where  she  would  receive  her 
master's  degree  in  1967,  and  doc- 
torate in  1975. 

Since  the  mid-'60s,  she  has  been 
to  the  Soviet  Union  three  times,  as 
a  tourist  and  later  as  an  Interna- 
tional Research  and  Exchanges 
Fellow,  working  on  her  dissertation, 
and  as  a  participant  in  a  colloquium 
co-sponsored  by  American  and 
Soviet  historical  associations. 

Manning,  a  member  of  the  BC 
history  faculty  since  1975,  is  eager 
to  talk  about  the  accomplishments 
of  her  former  students.  Beaming  at 
the  thought  of  them,  she  reports  on 
teachers  and  writers  as  well  as  a 
Nicaraguan  woman  who  has  re- 


turned home  to  work  in  that  coun- 
try's revolution. 

Manning's  book  was  written  with 
the  support  of  a  Herbert  H. 
Lehman  Fellowship  from  the  State 
of  New  York,  a  senior  fellowship 
from  the  Russian  Institute  of  Col- 
umbia University  and  several 
associateships  from  the  Harvard 
Russian  Research  Center.  It  is 
dedicated  to  her  daughter  Innessa, 
11,  and  husband  Gerald  S.  Man- 
ning, a  Rutgers  chemistry  professor 
with  whom  she  has  "a  commuter 
marriage."  Under  "acknowledg- 
ments," Manning  conveys  ap- 
preciation to  Innessa,  for  whom  the 
book  became  "a  rival  for  (Mann- 
ing's) attention,"  and  "Jerry,  who 
was  not  only  willing  to  share  the 
burdens  of  daily  existence,  like 
diapers  and  dishes,  but  more  than 
once  in  the  course  of  these  years 
sacrificed  his  own  professional  in- 
terests for  the  sake  of  mine." 

Manning's  approach  to  history  is 
ultimately  humanistic.  "The 
greatest  challenge  to  any  teacher 
who  has  to  deal  with  the  USSR  in 
America  today  is  merely  to  convince 
their  students  that  the  Soviets  are 
ordinary  human  beings."  She  has 
found  Russians  "have  great  awe, 
respect  and  affection"  for 
Americans. 

"We  have  more  common  inter- 
ests than  ever  before,"  she  said. 
"Everything  possible  should  be 
done  to  avert  nuclear  confrontation 
and  relax  tensions.  Imagine  the 
results  that  could  be  achieved  if,  as 
nations,  we  worked  together  on 
renewable  energy,  environmental 
pollution,  health  care,  education. 
Imagine  the  benefits  this  would 
mean  to  the  Third  World.  Instead 
of  crises  that  threaten  to  suck  us 
into  war,  we  could  be  solving  prob- 
lems on  a  global  scale."

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Against  all  odds 

Jeffrey  Keith  '84,  is  6-foot-2, 
weighs  195  pounds,  and  has  en- 
countered many  triumphs  in  the 
athletic  arena. 

For  three  seasons  he  was  goalie 
on  the  lacrosse  team. 

On  the  slopes,  he  is  an  even 
match  for  the  fastest  skiers. 

Last  summer,  Keith  awed  every- 
one— except  himself — when  he  com- 
pleted two  triathalons,  swimming 
one  and  a  half  miles,  followed  by  a 
30-mile  bicycle  ride,  followed  by  a 
10- mile  run. 

"I  freaked  out  a  lot  of  people 
when  I  came  out  of  the  water  at  the 
one  on  the  Cape,"  he  said.  "They 
were  surprised  to  see  that  someone 
who  came  in  20th  had  only  one 
leg." 

Jeff  Keith  was  12  when  a  hockey 
injury  took  him  to  the  hospital. 
Bone  cancer  was  discovered  in  his 
right  thigh.  His  leg  had  to  be 
removed.  "There  is  no  way  I  will 
sit  in  a  wheelchair  at  home  and  feel 
sorry  for  myself,"  the  Fairfield, 
Conn.,  native  told  himself.  Six 
months  after  his  treatment  con- 


cluded, he  was  skiing.  He  qualified 
for  Fairfield  Prep's  ski  team.  His 
senior  year,  Keith  came  in  14th  out 
of  125  skiers  in  the  state  ski 
championships. 

"As  I  got  more  involved  in 
sports,"  he  said,  "I  started  putting 
more  goals  before  me.  I  didn't  want 
to  settle  with  competing  only  among 
other  physically  challenged.  Not 
that  there  aren't  great  athletes 
among  them,  but  it  means  some- 
thing to  me  to  be  able  to  compete 
with  the  'normees." 

When  Keith  came  to  BC,  he 
decided  to  try  out  for  the  lacrosse 
team.  "Amputees  generally  do  not 
compete  in  contact  sports  because 
their  prosthesis  might  hamper 
them,"  he  said.  "I  want  to  show 
that  amputees  can  play  contact 
sports." 

Lacrosse  Coach  Brooks  Sweet 
said,  "Jeff  is  an  excellent  goalie.  I 
honestly  forget  at  times  that  he  has 
any  handicap  at  all.  He's  a  team 
leader,  very  dedicated,  and  the  rest 


of  the  team  tries  a  lot  harder 
because  of  his  inspiration." 

As  well,  Sweet  said,  Keith 
devotes  time  to  lacrosse  fundraisers 
and  to  events  sponsored  by  the 
Handicapped  Committee  of  BC. 

Keith  does  find  the  time  to  get 
involved — in  sports,  in  fundraising 
activities,  and  in  maintaining  grades 
that  will  get  him  into  law  school.  As 
we  go  to  press,  Keith  is  scheduled 
to  begin  a  six-month  run  from 
Boston  to  L.A.  on  June  4.  "Run 
Jeff  Run"  will  benefit  the  American 
Cancer  Society  and  the  National 
Handicapped  Sports  and  Recrea- 
tional Association. 

A  year  ago,  Keith,  who  says 
being  aggressive  "is  in  my  blood," 
set  his  sights  on  completing  a 
triathalon.  He  completed  two:  one 
in  July  in  New  York,  one  in  August 
on  the  Cape.  At  New  York,  he 
finished  30th  out  of  some  500  in  the 
swim  meet,  and  312th  overall.  On 
the  Cape,  he  came  in  20th  in  the 
swim  meet  out  of  800,  and  595th 
overall 

Keith  considers  the  triathalons  his 
"most  significant  achievement.  No 
amputee  has  ever  done  this  in  the 
country.  Winning  was  not  the 
thing.  The  thing  was  that  I  par- 
ticipated, I  tried,  and  I  completed 
it." 

Keith  said  he  is  sometimes  sought 
out  by  young  amputees.  "They 
want  to  know,  'How  do  you  run?' 
or,  'Can  I  learn  to  do  the  things 
you  do?' 

"Of  course,  there's  no  way  to 
learn.  You  just  have  to  do  it.  That's 
what  they  need  to  know — that 
anyone  can  do  anything  if  they 
really  want  to. 

"You  can't  be  afraid  of  what 
people  will  think.  If  you  don't  care 
what  others  are  thinking,  you  usu- 
ally make  them  more  comfortable 
being  around  you  anyway." 

He  said,  "I  don't  know  if  my  life 

would  have  been  different  if  I  didn't 

get  cancer.  I  don't  like  to  think  of 

things  that  haven't  happened.  I  like 

to  think  of  the  things  that  have 

happened."

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The  only  good  history  is  a  true  history 


You  won't  find  Francis  Paul 
Prucha,  SJ,  referring  to  Dee 
Brown's  Bury  My  Heart  at  Wounded 
Knee  in  one  of  his  lectures  or 
publications — except  perhaps  to  call 
it  "unbalanced  research." 

Bury  My  Heart  at  Wounded  Knee, 
Fr.  Prucha  said  in  a  recent  inter- 
view, is  an  example  of  "romanti- 
cized Indian  history.  It  is  a  story  of 
good  guys  versus  bad  guys.  But 
there  were  good  Indians,  and  there 
were  bad  Indians.  There  were  good 
whites,  and  there  were  bad  whites. 
Dee  Brown  twists  the  evidence. 

"One  of  my  principles,"  he  said, 
"is  that  you  can't  build  current 
policy  on  bad  history.  You  have  to 
build  policy  on  a  solid  picture  of  the 
past." 


Fr.  Prucha,  BC's  third  Gasson 
Professor,  feels  his  research  is 
painting  this  solid  picture.  For  some 
20  years  now,  he  has  studied  the 
development  of  Indian  policy  in  the 
US.  Fifteen  books  and  scores  of 
articles  later,  his  work  has  estab- 
lished him  the  leader,  however  con- 
troversial, in  this  field. 

The  Gasson  Professor's  studies 
claim  US  policy  towards  American 
Indians  was  not  the  insensitive, 
racist  policy  depicted  in  books  such 
as  Brown's.  "The  government  tried 
to  do  what  was  best  for  the  Indians. 
The  government,  in  general, 
thought  it  was  following  a  bene- 
volent policy." 

He  said,  "Paternalism  is  not  an 
artificial  policy  created  by  the  US 
government.  It  had  a  basis  in  fact. 
The  Indians  lost  their  economic  self- 
sufficiency.  They  needed  help  in 
making  a  transition  to  another  type 
of  economy,  and  were  dependent  on 
the  government  for  that 
subsistence." 

The' "Dee  Brown  types,"  as  Fr. 
Prucha  refers  to  them,  often 
disagree  with  this  historical  perspec- 
tive, but  he  blames  this  disagree- 
ment on  "misconceptions  and  false 
information." 

The  image  of  the  righteous  and 
maltreated  American  Indian  evolved 
in  the  late  '60s  and  early  '70s,  he 
said,  with  the  evolution  of  rights 
movements  among  various  minority 
groups.  "Some  call  it  a  guilt  com- 
plex on  the  part  of  the  white  and 
religious  groups.  They  took  all  the 
horror  stories  and  looked  at  them 
on  only  one  level. 

"Sure,  there  was  a  lot  of  travail, 
grief  and  injustice  done  to  the 
Indians  and  to  whites,  but  that's 
only  part  of  the  picture.  Historians 
often  have  a  hard  time  not  getting 
carried  away  with  current  needs  and 
protests.  But  a  good  historian  will 


try  to  understand  the  past  without 
judging  it." 

He  said  his  research  began  years 
prior  to  the  boom  in  popular 
literature  on  the  American  Indian. 
His  initial  interest  as  a  Harvard 
graduate  student  in  the  late  '40s 
was  US  frontier  history.  Studying 
the  Army  between  wars  in  the  19th 
century,  he  became  interested  in 
white  and  Indian  relationships.  "At 
that  time,  I  wasn't  trying  to  prove 
anything  because  there  wasn't 
anything  to  prove.  I  was  just  taking 
a  sound,  historical  approach  to  the 
subject." 

Although  Fr.  Prucha  was  soon 
found  by  critics,  who  continue  to 
dispute  some  of  his  work,  he  is  op- 
timistic. "The  truth  will  prevail. 
The  long-term  effect  of  my  research 
will  be  positive  and  good.  I'm  not 
writing  to  change  the  popular  view 
directly.  My  goal  is  at  a  scholarly 
level.  My  hope  is  that  textbooks  will 
use  my  work  and  clear  up  the  gen- 
eral misconceptions  that  have  been 
created." 

Fr.  Prucha  said,  "There  is  a  lag 
of  between  10  and  20  years  for  a 
scholarly  work  to  be  reflected  in  a 
textbook.  But  my  books  have  raised 
questions  and  offered  explanations 
that  other  historians  have  to  look 
at. 

Fr.  Prucha  said  that  most  people 
have  been  taught  about  the 
American  Indian  by  those  who  were 
not  well  trained.  "So  much  of  the 
early  studies  on  the  American  In- 
dians was  done  by  those  convinced 
the  US  government  was  all  bad.  I 
am  trying  to  look  at  what  the 
government  did  without  the 
preconception  that  it  was  bad." 

Fr.  Prucha,  a  Wisconsin  native, 
will  hold  the  Gasson  Professorship 
through  the  spring  of  1985.  The 
endowed  chair  for  a  Jesuit  scholar 
was  established  by  the  Jesuit 
Community  in  1978.

RUNNING  AWAY  WITH  IT 


Women's  track  team  enjoys  a  championship  season 
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Quick,  name  BC's  best  1983-84 
athletic  team. 

Football?  Hockey?  Try  women's 
track. 

The  32-member  squad  just  com- 
pleted a  season  that  would  excite 
lovers  of  Horatio  Alger  or  Mother 
Goose.  In  an  athletic  rags-to-riches 
fairy-tale,  and  only  in  its  seventh 
season,  the  team  captured  its  first 
ever  New  England  Championship  in 
track  and  field  and  established  a 
host  of  NCAA  and  school  records. 

For  those  who  don't  read  the 
agate  type  on  the  sports  pages,  to 
which  women's  track  is  usually  con- 
signed, a  brief  synopsis  may  be  in 
order. 

Feb.  4:  The  team  places  first  in 
the  Greater  Boston  Championship. 

Feb.  10:  At  the  Bud  Light  Meet 
at  BU,  Janice  Reid  '87  makes  BC 
track  history  as  the  first  woman 
from  the  Heights  to  qualify  for  the 
NCAA  Indoor  Track  and  Field 
Championship  (later  held  at  the 
Carrier  Dome  in  Syracuse)  with  a 
time  of  54.55  in  the  400  meters. 

Feb  11:  Before  18,000 
Meadowlands  fans  and  a  national 
TV  audience,  the  BC  women's 
relay  team  of  Reid,  Kathi  Lucey 


'84,  Clare  Connelly  '84,  and  Leslie 
Freeman  '86,  places  fifth  of  nine  in 
the  Olympic  Invitational.  This 
marked  the  first  time  a  relay  team 
from  BC  (or  New  England)  was 
invited  to  compete  with  other  na- 
tionally ranked  teams  in  the 
Meadowlands  event. 

Feb.  25:  The  team  scores  a 
dramatic  coup  at  the  Flynn  Recrea- 
tion Complex  by  taking  the  New 
England  Championship  title,  out- 
distancing its  nearest  opponent  by 
40  points  out  of  a  112  point  total. 
Along  the  way,  Sue  Goode  '85,  sets 
a  new  meet  and  BC  record  in  the 
pentathlon,  scoring  3592  points  out 
of  a  possible  3600,  Lianne  Supple 
'85,  finishes  a  close  second  (3590) 
and  Reid  places  first  and  establishes 
a  new  meet  record  in  the  600  yard 
run  (1.23.10). 

Also  at  the  New  Englands,  senior 
Julianne  Blanchet  finishes  second  in 
the  1000  yard  run,  another  BC 
record  at  2:41.57,  while  the  relay 
team  scores  a  first  in  800  yards  and 
a  third  in  the  1600. 

Still  to  come  are  June's  Olympic 
Trials  in  Los  Angeles,  where  Reid, 
Freeman  and  Michelle  Hallet  '86, 
(an  All-America  caliber  distance

sprint  and  hurdle  coach,  times  women  runners  at  recent  practice  in  Alumni 


runner,  still  recovering  from  an 
early  season  injury)  have  potential 
to  qualify  for  individual  track 
events. 

Jack  McDonald  '73,  established 
the  women's  track  team  in  1978 
when  he  became  BC's  first  full-time 
coach  in  cross  country  and  track. 

In  that  first  season,  no  one  from 
the  women's  team  qualified  to  com- 
pete in  the  New  England  Cham- 
pionship meet.  In  the  team's  second 
year,  two  women  qualified,  but 
received  no  points.  In  1981,  the 
team  ranked  25th;  1982,  10th; 
1983,  third. 

Obviously,  the  team  has  matured 
a  great  deal  in  a  short  period  of 
time.  "I've  always  told  the  kids," 
said  McDonald,  'If  you  don't  think 
you're  good,  who  will?'"  He 
remembers  that  six  years  ago  the 
team  laughed  at  his  optimism. 

Two  years  ago  BC  ran  to  the  top 
of  Division  II  and  McDonald 
moved  the  team  up  to  Division  I. 
There  was  some  grumbling,  some 
doubt.  "And  now,"  smiles 
McDonald,  "we're  the  best  Divi- 
sion I  school  in  New  England." 

McDonald  credits  a  few  other  fac- 
tors for  the  six-year  progression. 
First,  the  men's  and  women's  cross 
country  and  track  programs  are 
totally  integrated.  "We  coach 
events,"  he  asserts,  "not  sexes." 

Recently,  competitive  recruiting 
has  also  aided  in  bringing  fine 
women  athletes  to  the  Heights. 
Track  scholarships  have  been 
offered  for  the  past  four  years. 

So  what  else  contributes  to  the 
formation  of  a  winning  team?  For 
McDonald,  the  answer  is  simple.  "I 
want  a  team  that  can  think  and 
believe  'On  a  good  day,  if  things  go 
well,  we  can  win  it." 

In  the  1984  season,  McDonald 
and  the  women's  track  team  be- 
lieved enough  to  earn  a  fairy-tale 

ending.

Faculty  and  alumni — an  ongoing  relationship 


"Once  one  meets  students  at 
Boston  College,  the  relationship 
doesn't  stop  after  four  years,"  said 
Sr.  Margaret  Gorman,  RSCJ.  "I 
believe  it's  our  on-going  respon- 
sibility to  share  the  latest  informa- 
tion with  our  alumni." 

This  spring,  Sr.  Gorman  was  one 
of  eight  faculty  members  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  Alumni  Association's 
Continuing  Education  series  which 
annually  gives  alumni  the  oppor- 
tunity to  return  to  campus  for  more 
than  just  a  football  game. 

"BC  has  an  amazing  amount  of 
resources  to  offer  alumni,"  Alumni 
Association  Executive  Director  John 
Wissler  said.  "And  one  resource  is 
our  talented  faculty.  I  think  the  con- 
tinuing education  program  helps 
keep  alumni  in  contact  with  the 
University  and  keeps  them  abreast 
of  what  the  faculty  are  doing." 

For  a  nominal  fee,  alumni  of  all 
ages  attended  the  one-  or  two-night 
self-improvement  seminars  designed 
to  meet  a  variety  of  interests.  The 
lecture  topics  ranged  from  discus-

sions  of  stress  and  the  life  cycle  to 
home  computers;  career  planning  to 
practical  approaches  to  running. 
But  the  favorite  seminar  this  year 
was  the  cardiopulmonary  resuscita- 
tion course. 

"We  had  originally  intended  to 
hold  only  two  CPR  sessions,"  said 
nurse  practitioner  and  Assistant 
Director  of  the  BC  Health  Center 
June  Leeming.  "But  the  evening 
was  such  a  success  that  we  added  an 
additional  class." 

Leeming  joined  forces  with  BC 
Health  Services  Director  Arnold 
Mazur,  MD,  to  conduct  the  three, 
two-hour  classes  limited  to  20  alum- 
ni each.  After  attending  two  of  the 
three  sessions,  alumni  received  a 
Heartsaver  course  completion  card 
for  learning  how  to  sustain  a  human 
heartbeat  in  emergency. 

"We  also  demonstrated  choking 
rescue  and  proper  infant  resuscita- 
tion techniques,"  Leeming  added. 
"Although  it  isn't  necessary  to  learn 
these  to  receive  the  Heartsaver  cer- 
tification, we  thought  it  was  impor- 
tant to  include  them  because  so 
many  alumni  have  young 
children." 

The  two-part  "Stress  and  the  Life 
Cycle"  seminar  began  with  a 
general  introduction  to  the  effects  of 
stress  conducted  by  the  only  non- 
BC  faculty  member,  Alexander  L. 
O'Hanley,  MD,  medical  director  of 
the  Cambridge-Somerville  Catholic 
Charities  Mental  Health  Center. 
Alumni  then  attended  one  of  three 
other  "how-to"  seminars  discussing 
the  management  of  dual-worker 
families,  understanding  the  adoles- 
cent, and  retirement  planning. 

"I  think  it's  refreshing  to  have 
the  opportunity  to  relate  to  an  age 
group  other  than  18-21  year  olds," 
said  Associate  Professor  of  Sociology 
Sharlene  Hesse-Biber  who  con- 
ducted the  dual-worker  family 
seminar.  She  spoke  to  alumni  about 
her  personal  experiences  and  her 
recent  book  Women  at  Work.  "I've 
grown  up  with  the  philosophy  that 
one  should  try  to  leave  a  place  bet-

ter  than  you  found  it.  By  volun- 
teering to  conduct  an  alumni 
seminar,  I  feel  like  I'm  finally 
giving  back  to  the  University  some 
of  what  it's  given  me." 

"I  have  a  lot  of  respect  for  BC 
alumni.  They  are  faced  with  incred- 
ible problems  as  they  try  to  live  out 
their  faith  in  today's  society,"  Sr. 
Gorman  said.  She  believes  her 
seminar  on  how  to  understand  and 
live  with  teenagers  will  help  parents 
recognize  their  limitations  as  they 
act  as  role  models  for  their  children. 

With  the  aid  of  several  student 
runners,  Track  Coach  Jack 
McDonald  advised  alumni  on 
proper  exercise  techniques  and  run- 
ning safety  precautions.  "Whenever 
I  go  to  a  lecture  or  seminar  I  usu- 
ally walk  away  with  one  or  two 
great  new  ideas.  If  I  can  help  an 
alumnus  do  the  same  thing,  well 
then  that's  rewarding. 

"In  some  ways  I'd  like  to  teach 
an  alumnus  who's  never  run  a  step 
in  his  life  much  more  than  a  skinny 
18  year  old,"  McDonald  confessed 
with  a  smile.  "They  want  to  learn.  I 
feel  their  enthusiasm  and  it  excites 
me.
